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PREFACE TO THE FIFTH EDITION. 



In consequence of repeated calls for copies of 
the last edition of the Chapel Liturgy, which 
has been for some time out of print, the 
present edition has been prepared on the same 
plan, to ^^ serve as a Manual of both Public and 
Domestic Worship." 

In the Common Prayer for Morning and 
Evening, this edition foUovirs the two last, except 
in one single instance ; and the alteration, which 
has been made in this instance, is a restoration 
of some sentences in that imperishable hymn of 
the Church, the Te Deum. These verses, 
" Thine honorable, true, and only Son ; Also the 
holy Ghost, the Comforter," have been brought 
back to their former place, as a sequel to the 
verse, "The Father of an infinite majesty." 
The verses, which were introduced in the room 
of these in the edition of 1811, and have been 
retained till now, are the following ; " The Cre- 
ator and Preserver of the universe ; The God 
and Father of Jesus Christ our Saviour ; The

Enlightener and Sanctifier of men." These 
verses are unquestionably good ; but they are 
not the ancient and original verses, neither do 
they so strongly and sententiously express the 
faith of the universal Church. The ancient 
verses were removed because they were sup- 
posed to have a trinitarian meaning ; but they 
have, in reality, no more such a meaning than 
have the words of the baptismal form, or one of 
the apostolic benedictions, in which the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost axe placed in juxtapoidition, 
bat not declared to be three persons in one God. 
"The holy Church, throughout all the world 
dath acknowledge '^ the infinite Father, Jesus 
Christ his true and only Son, and also his com- 
forting SjMrit, the holy Ghost. This confession 
expresses, and does no more than express, the 
three principal elements of the Chnstiaa Creed ; 
and the Unitarian can join in it as heartily and 
siiicerely as the Trinitarian. It may likewise 
he observed, that the two sentences, " All hap- 
piness proceedeth (roax thee ; And to Ihee all 
gratitude and adoration are due," are now left 
out, because they are no part of the ori^nal 
Hymn. The Te Deum stands, therefore, in this 
edition, as it did in the edition of 178d, and is 
in all respects the same with {the ancient and 
ttfiual form, except that the petitions of the 
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latter portion of it, are addressed, not to Christ, 
but to God. 

The Second Form of Evening Prayer has 
been somewhat abridged. The Gospels and 
Epistles are printed at length, whereas in the 
last edition they were only denoted by a few 
words at the beginnii^g and end of each. In 
order to afford space for this arrangement, the 
number of Hymns at the end of the book has 
been much reduced. 

An Ante-Communion, or Office of the Com- 
mandments, has been introduced, or rather re- 
stored, in this edition. It is the same, or nearly 
so, with the introductory portion of the Com- 
munion Service, which is usually performed 
every Sunday in 'Episi^pal Churches. As a 
preparation for the proper CommunioD, its pro- 
priety }a manifest. The divine Commandments 
are recited by the minister, and in the responses 
to each, the congregation pray God to incline 
their hearts to keep them. Indeed, considered 
by itself, as an independent service, a more in- 
teresting or useful one could hardly be devised ; 
and it is a subject of regret with many, that it 
was ever discontinued at King's Chapel. 

One of the three Additional Services has been 
omitted. The other two are retained, not be- 
cause they are used, but because at some times 
they may be found useful. 
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The Family Prayers have been carefully re- 
vised, and in a few instances slightly altered. A 
third Prayer for Morning or Evening, and a 
prayer for Sunday Morning or Evening, have 
been added to the former collection, together 
with two prayers in the Morning Services, and 
two in the Evening Services, making six in the 
whole. Three services for Sunday Schools have 
been inserted, together with a service for the 
Burial of Children. 

Other alterations and additions of inferior 
moment have been made in this edition, but I 
have now mentioned the most important instan- 
ces in which it differs from the last. 

I should do injustice to m)^ feelings and con- 
victions, if I did not add, that time and experi- 
ence only strengthen my persuasion, tliat a 
Liturgy is the best, as it is also the most an- 
cient form of public devotion ; and that no 
Liturgy so well deserves to be followed as a 
model, as that of the Church of England.

It is not intended that the minister should be confined to the 
chapters selected in the above table, nor that every chapter should 
be read through. The minister is at liberty to change the Lesson 
whenever he thinks proper so to do ; and also to read a portion 
only of the appointed chapter, if it is not convenient to read the 
whole. 

The appointed Lessons from the New Testament are to be 
found under the daily Collects. The Gospel is to be read in the 
morning, and the Epistle in the evening.

But with me it is 
a very small thing, that I 
should be judged of you, or 
of man^s judgment; because 
I do not condemn mine own 
self. For I know nothing 
against myself : yet am I not 
hereby justified ; but he that 
judgeth me, is the Lord.

And he saith, I am 
not. Art thou that prophet ?

Make straight the way of the 
Lord, as said the prophet 
Isaiah.

In him was life ; and 
the life was the light of men. 
And the light shineth in 
darkness ; and the darkness 
comprehended it not. There 
was a man sent from God, 
whose name was John. 
The same came for a wit^ 
ness, to bear witness, of 
the light, that all men 
through him might be- 
lieve. He was not that 
light, but was sent to bear 
witness of that light. That 
was the true light which 
lighteth e?ery man that Com- 
eth into the world.

made the worlds. Who be- 
ing the brightness of his 
glory, and the express im- 
age of his person, and up- 
holding all things by the 
word of his power, when he 
had by himself purged our 
sins, sat down on the right 
hand of the majesty on high ;

than the angels, as he hath 
by "inheritance obtained a 
more excellent name than 
they.

Well done, good and 
faithful servant, thou hast 
been faithful over a few 
things, I will make thee 
ruler over many things ; en- 
ter thou'into the joy of thy 
lord. Then he who had 
received the one talent came 
and said. Lord, I knew thee, 
at thou art an hard man, 



reaping where thou hast not 
sown, and gathering where 
thou hast not strawed ; and 
I was afraid, and went and 
hid thy talent in the earth ; 
lo, there thou hast that is 
thine. His lord answered, 
and said unto him. Thou 
wicked and slothful servant, 
thou knewest that I reap 
where I sowed not, and 
gather where I have not 
strawed ; thou oughtest, 
therefore, to have put my 
money to the exchangers, 
and then at my coming I 
should have received mine 
own with usury. Take, 
therefore the talent from 
him, and give it unto him 
who hath ten talents.

WHEREFORE gird up 
the loins of your mind, be so- 
ber, and hope to the end for 
the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the rev- 
elation of Jesus Christ. As 
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obedient children, do not 
fashion yourselves according 
to the former lusts in your 
Ignorance ; but as he who 
hath called you is holy, so 
be ye holy in all manner of 
conversatipn ; because it is 
written.

Seeing ye have puri- 
fied your souls in obeying 
the truth through the Spirit, 
unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, see that ye love 
one another, with a pure 
heart fervently ; being born 
again, not o? corruptible 
seed, but. of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which 



liveth and abideth for ever. 
For all flesh is as grass, and 
all the glory of man as the 
flower of grass; the grass 
withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away ; but 
the word of the Lord endur- 
eth for ever. And this is 
the word, which by the gos- 
pel is preached unto you.

Then Herod, when 
he had privily called the 
wise men, inqured of them 
diligently what time the star 
appeared. And he sent 
them to Bethlehem, and 
said, Go, and search dili- 
gently for the young child, 
and when ye have found 
^im, bring me word again, 
that I may come and wor- 
ship him also. When they 
W heard the king, they 
(departed; and lo, the star 
which they saw in the east, 
went before them, till it came 
and stood over where the 
youQg child was. When 
they saw the star, they re- 
joiced with exceeding great 



joy. And when they were 
come into the. house, they 
saw the young child with 
Mary his mother, and fell 
down and worshipped him ; 
and when they had opened 
their treasures, they present- 
ed unto him gifts ; gold, and 
frankincense, and myrrh. 
And being warned of God 
in a dream, that they should 
not return to Herod, they 
departed into their own 
country another way.

FOR this cause, I Paul, 
am the prisoner of Jesus 
Christ for you Gentiles ; for 
ye have heard of the dis- 
pensation of the grace of 
God, which is given me to 
you ward ; how that by rev- 
elation he made known unto 
me the mystery, (as I wrote 
afore in a few words, where- 
by, when ye read, ye may 
understand my knowledge 
in the mystery of Christ,) 
which in other ages was not 
made known unto the sons 
of men, as it is now revealed 
unto his holy apostles^ and 
prophets by the Spirit ; that 
the Gentiles should be fellow 
heirs, and of the same body, 
and partakers of his promise 
in Christ, by the gospel; 
whereof I was made a min- 
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ister, according to the grace 
of God given unto me by 
the working of his power. 
Unto -me, who am less than 
the least of all saints, is this 
grace given, that 1 should 
preach among the Gentiles 
the unsearchable riches of 
Christ; and to make all 
men see what is the fellow- 
ship of the mystery, which 
from the beginning of the 
world hath been hid in God, 
who created ail things to the 
intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in 
heavenly, places might be 
known, by the church, the 
manifold wisdom of God, 
according to the eternal 
purpose which he purposed 
in Christ Jesus our Lord ; 
in whom we have boldness, 
and access with confidence 
by the faith of him.

And when they 
had fulfilled the days, as 
they returned, the child Je- 
sus tarried behind in Jerusa- 
lem ; and Joseph and his 
mother knew not of it.

And when they found him 
not, they turned back again 
to Jerusalem, seeking him. 
And it came to pass, that 
afler three days they found 
him in the temple, sitting in 
the midst of the doctors, 
both hearing them, and ask- 
ing them questions.

I BESEECH you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mer- 
cies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacri- 
fice, holy^ acceptable unto 
God, which is your reason- 
able service.

the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is 
that good, and acceptable, 
and perfect will of God.

when men have well drunk, 
then that which is worse ; 
but thou hast kept the good 
wine until now.

The Epistle, 
Rom. xii. 6 — 16. 

HAVING then gifts, dif- 
fering according to the grace 
that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, let us prophesy, 
according to the propor- 
tion of faith ; or ministry, 
let us wait on our tninis- 
tering; or he who teach- 
eth, on teaching ; or he who 
exhorteth, on exhortation ; 
he who giveth, let him do it 
with simplicity ; he who 
ruleth, with diligence; he 
who showeth mercy, with 
cheerfulness. Let love be 
without dissimulation. Ab- 
hor that which is evil, cleave 
to that which is good. Be 
kindly affectioned one to 
another with brotherly love, 
in honor preferring one 
another; not slothful in 
business; fervent in spirit; 
serving the Lord ; rejoicing 
in hope; patient in tribula- 
tion ; continuing instant in 
prayer: distributing to the 
necessity of saints ; given to 
hospitality.

soever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the 
ordinance of God ; and they 
who resist, shall receive to 
themselves punishment. For 
rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to the evil. 
Wilt thou then not be afraid 
of the power? Do that 
which is good, and thou 
shalt have praise of the same ; 
for he is the minister of God 
to thee for good. But if 
tliou do that which is evil, 
be afraid; for he beareth 
not the sword in vain ; for 
he is the minister of God, a 
revenger to execute wrath 
upon him who doeth evil.

BEHOLD, what manner 
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of love the Father hath be- 
stowed upon uSy that we 
should be called the sons of 
God. Therefore the world 
knoweth us not, because it 
knew him not. Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God, 
and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be ; but we 
know, that when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him ; 
for we shall see him as he 
is. And every man who 
hath this hope in him, puri- 
fieth himself, even as he is 
pure. Whosoever commit- 
teth sin, transgresseth also 
the law ; for sin is the trans- 
gression of the law. And 
ye know that he was man- 
ifested to take away our 
sins; and in him is no sin. 
Whosoever abideth in him, 
sinneth not ; whosoever sin- 
neth, hath not seen him, 
neither know him. Little 
children, let no man deceive 
you ; he who doeth righte- 
ousness is righteous, even 
as he is righteous. He who 
committeth sin is of the 
devil ; for the devil sinneth 
from the beginning. For 
this purpose the Son of God 
was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of 
the devil. 



The Sunday called Sefh 
tuagesima, or the third 
Sunday before Lent 

The Collect. 

GRANT unto us, O 
merciful Father, resolu- 
tion andcoustanc7'to per- 
severe in the path of our 
duty to the end of our 
lives ; so that no prospect 
of danger shall deter us 
from doing that which is 
right, nor any enticement 
of evil example tempt us 
to forfeit our hope of im- 
mortality, which we in- 
herit as disciples of Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Gospel. 
Matth. XX. 1 — 16. 

THE kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a man who is 
an householder, who went 
out early in the morning to 
hire laborers into his vine- 
yard. And when he had 
agreed with the laborers 
for a penny a day, he sent 
them into his vineyard. And 
he went out about the third 
hour, and saw others stand- 
ing idle in the market place, 
and said unto them. Go ye 
also into the vineyard, and 
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whatsoever is right I will 
give you. And they went 
their way. Again he went 
out about the sixth and ninth 
hour, and did likewise. And 
about the eleventh hour he 
went out, and found others 
standing idle, and said unto 
them, Why stand ye here ail 
the day idle? They said 
unto him, Because no man 
hath hired us. He saith 
unto them, Go ye also into 
the vineyard, and whatsoever 
is right, that shall ye re- 
ceive. So when even was 
come, the lord of the vine- 
yard saith unto his steward, 
CaJl the laborers, and give 
them their hire, beginning 
from the last unto the first. 
And when they came who 
were hired about the elev- 
enth hour, they received 
every man a penny. But 
when the first came, they 
supposed they should have 
received more ; and they 
likewise received every man 
a penny. And when they 
had received it, they mur- 
mured acrainst the good man 
of the house, saying, These 
last have wrought but one 
hour, and thou hast made 
them equal unto us, who 
have borne the burden and 
heat of the day. But he 
answered one of them, and 
said, Friend, I do thee no 
wrong. Didst thou not 



agree with me for a penny ? 
Take that thine is, and go 
thy way. I will give unto 
this last even as unto thee. 
Is it not lawful for me to do 
what I will with my own ? 
Is thine eye evil, because I 
am good ? So the last shall 
be first, and the first last ; 
for many be called, but few 
chosen. 

The Epistle. 

1 Cor. ix. 24— 27. 

KNOW ye not, that they 
who run in a race, run all, 
but one receiveth the prize ? 
So run, that ye may obtain. 
And every man who striveth 
for the mastery is temperate 
in all things ; and they do it 
to obtain a corruptible 
crown, but we an incorrupt- 
ible. I therefore so run, 
not as uncertainly ; so fight 
I, not as one that beateth 
the air; but I keep under 
my body, and bring it into 
subjection, lest that by any 
means when I have preached 
to others, I myself should be 
a cast-away.

The Gospel. 

Luke viii. 4 — 15. 

WHEN much people were 
gathered together, and were 
come to him out of every 
city, he spake this parable. 
A sower went out to sow his 
seed. And as he sowed, 
some feel by the way side ; 
and it was trodden down, 
and the fowls of the air de- 
voured it. And some fell 
upon a rock ; and as soon 
as it was sprung up, it with- 
ered away, because it lacked 
moisture. And some fell 
among thorns; and the 
thorns sprang up with it, 
and choked it. And other 
fell on good ground, and 
sprang up, and bare fruit 
an hundred fold. And when 
he had said these things, he 
cried, He who hath ears to 
hear, let hhn hear. And his 
disciples asked him, saying, 
What might this parable be? 
And he said. Unto you it is 
given to know the mysteries 
of the kingdom of God ; but 



to others in parables; that 
seeing they might not see, 
and hearing they might not 
understand. Now the para- 
ble is this. The seed is the 
word of God. Those by 
the way side are they who 
hear ; then cometh the devil, 
and taketh away the word 
out of their hearts, lest they 
should believe and be saved. 
They on the rock, are they, 
who, when they hear, receive 
the word with joy ; and these 
have no root; who for a 
while believe, and in time 
of temptation fall away. 
And that which fell among 
thorns, are they, who, when 
they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares, 
and riches, and pleasures of 
this life, and bring no fruit 
to perfection, fiut that on 
the good ground, are they, 
who, in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the 
word, keep it, and bring 
forth fruit with patience. 

The Epistle. 
2Cor. xi. 19 — 31. 

YE suffer fools gladly, 
seeing ye yourselves are 
wise. For ye suffer if a 
man bring you into bondage, 
if a man devour you, if a 
man take of you, if a man 
exalt himself, if a man smite 
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you on the face. I speak 
as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak ; 
howbeit, whereinsoever any 
is bold (I speak foolishly) I 
am bold also. Are they 
Hebrews ? so am I ; are 
they the seed of Abraham ? 
so am I ; are they ministers 
of Christ? (I speak as a 
fool) I am more; in labors 
more abundant; in stripes 
above measure; in prisons 
more frequent ; in death od. 
Of the Jews five times 
received I forty stripes, save 
one. Thrice was I beaten 
with rods. Once was I 
stoned. Thrice I suffered 
shipwreck. A night and a 
day I have been in the deep ; 
in journeyings often ; in 
perils of waters ; in perils of 
robbers; in perils of mine 
own countrymen; in perils 
by the heathen ; in perils in 
the city ; in perils in the 
wilderness ; in perils in 
the sea; in perils among 
false brethren ; in weariness 
and painfulness; in watch- 
ings often; in hunger and 
thirst ; in fastings often ; in 
cold and nakedness ; besides 
those things which are with- 
outy that which cometh upon 
me daily, the care of all the 
churches. Who is weak, 
and I am not weak ? who is 
offended, and I burn not? 
If I must glory, I will glory 



of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. The God 
and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is blessed 
for evermore, knoweth that 
I lie not. 



The Sunday called Qt/m- 
quagesima, or the next 
Sunday before Lent. 

The Collect. 

O LORD, who hast 
taught us that all our do- 
ings without charity are 
nothing worth ; send thy 
holy Spirit and pour into 
our hearts that most ex- 
cellent gift of charity, 
the very bond of peace, 
and of all virtues ; with- 
out which whosoever liv- 
eth is counted dead before 
thee.

Luke xviii. 31 — 43. 

THEN Jesus took unto 
him the twelve, and said 
unto them, Behold, we go 
up to Jerusalem, and all 
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things, that are written by 
the prophets, concerning the 
Son of Man, shall be ac- 
complished. For he shall 
be delivered unto the Gen- 
tiles, and shall be mocked, 
and spitted on. And they 
shall scourge him, and put 
him to death ; and the third 
day he shall rise again. 
And they understood none 
of these things; and this 
saying was hid from them, 
neither knew they the things 
which were spoken. And it 
came to pass, that as he was 
come nigh unto Jericho, a 
certain blind man sat by the 
way-side begging; and hear- 
ing the multitude pass by, he 
asked what it meant. And 
they told him, that Jesus of 
Nazareth passeth by. And 
he cried, saying, Jesus, thou 
son of David, have mercy 
on me. And they who went 
before rebuked him, that he 
should hold his peace ; but 
he cried so much the more, 
Thou son of David, have 
mercy on me. And Jesus 
stood, and commanded him 
to be brought before him. 
And when he was come 
near, he asked him, saying. 
What wilt thou that I should 
do unto thee? And he said. 
Lord, that I may receive 
my sight And Jesus said 
unto him, Receive thy 
sight; thy faith hath saved 



thee. And immediately he 
received his sight, and fol- 
lowed him, glorifying God. 
And all the people, when 
^hey saw it, gave praise unto 
God. 

The Epistl£. 
1 Cor. xiii. 1 — 13. 

THOUGH I speak with 
the tongues of men and of 
angels, and have not charity, 
I become as sounding brass, 
or a tinkling cymbal. And 
though I have the gift of 
prophecy, and understand 
all mysteries, and all know- 
ledge; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could re- 
move mountains, and have 
not charity, I am nothing. 
And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and 
though I give my body to 
be burned, and have not 
charity, it profiteth me noth- 
ing. Charity sufTereth long, 
and Ts kind ; charity envieth 
not ; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, doth 
not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinkcth no 
evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth ; 
beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, 
endureth all. things. Charity 
never faileth ; but whether 
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there be prophecies, they 
shall fail ; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease ; 
whether there be knowledge, 
it shall vanish away. For 
we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. But when 
that which is perfect is come, 
then that which is in part 
shall be done away. When 
I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a 
child, I thought as a child ; 
but when I became a man, 1 
put away childish things. 
For now we see through a 
glass darkly ; but then face 
to face. Now I know in 
part ; but then shall I know, 
even as also I am known. 
And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three ; but the 
greatest of these is charity.

ALMIGHTY and ever- 
lasting God, who hatest 
nothing which thou hast

Matth. vi.l6 — 21. 

WHEN ye fast, be not 
as the hypocrites, of a sad 
countenance; for they dis- 
figure their faces, that they 
may appear unto men to 
fast. Verily I say unto you, 
they have their reward. But 
thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint thine head, and wash 
thy face, that thou appear 
not unto men to fast, but 
unto thy Father who is in 
secret; and thy Father who 
seeth in secret, shail reward 
thee openly. Lay not up for 
yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust 
do corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and 
steal ; but lay up for your- 
selves treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through, 
nor steal. For where your 
treasure is, there will your 
heart be also,

TURN ye even to me, 
eaith the Lord, with all 
your heart, and with fast- 
ing, and with weeping, 
and with moarning. And 
rend your heart, and not 
your garments, and turn 
unto the Lord your God ; 
for he is gracious and mer- 
ciful, slow to anger and 
of great kindness, and re- 
penteth him of the evil. 
Who knoweth if he will re- 
turn, and repent, and leave 
a blessing behind him, even 
a meat-oiering and a drink- 
offering unto the Lord your 
God ? Blow the trumpet in 
Zion, sanctify a fast, call a 
Boledtin assembly ; gather the

the porch and the altar, and 
let them say, Spare thy peo- 
ple, O Lord, and give not 
thine heritage to reproach, 
that the heathen should rule 
over them. Wherefore 
should they say among the 
people, Where is their God?

THEN was Jesus led up 
of the spirit into the wilder- 
ness to be tempted of the 
devil. And when he had 
fasted forty days and forty 
nights, he was afterward an 
hungred. And when the 
tempter came to him, he 
said, If thou be the Son of 
God, command that these 
stones be made bread. But 
he answered and said. It is 
written, Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of 
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the mouth of God. Then 
the devil taketh him up into 
the holy city, and setteth 
hinr on a pinnacle of the 
temple, and saith unto him, 
If thou be. the Son of God, 
cast thyself down ; for it is 
written. He shall ^ive his- 
angels charge concerning 
thee, and in their hands shall 
they bear thee up, lest at any 
time thou dash thy foot 
against a stone. Jesus said 
unto him, It is written again. 
Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God. Again, the 
devil taketh him up into an 
exceeding high mountain, 
and showeth him all the 
kingdoms of the world, and 
the glory of them ; and saith 
unto him, All these things 
will I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worship me. 
Then saith Jesus unto him. 
Get thee hence, Satan ; for 
it is written. Thou shalt wor<^ 
ship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve, 
Then the devil leaveth him.; 
and behold, angels came and 
ministered unto him.

WE, then, as workers to- 
gether with God, beseech 
you also, that ye receive not 
the grace, of God in vain. 
For he saith^ I have heard

thee in a time accepted, and 
in the day of salvation have 
I succored thee. Behold, 
now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of 
salvation. We give no of- 
fence in any thing, that the 
ministry be not blamed ; but 
in all things approve our- 
selves as the ministers of , 
God, in much patience, in 
afflictions, in necessities, in 
distresses, in stripes, in im- 
prisonments, in tumults, in 
labors, in watchings, in 
fastings; by pureness, by 
knowledge, by long-suffer- 
ing, by kindness^ by a holy 
spirit, by love unfeigned, by 
the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armor 
of righteousness on the right 
hand and>on the left, by hon- 
or and dishonor, by evil re- 
port and \good report; as 
deceivers, and yet true; as 
unknown, and yet well 
known; as. dying, and be- ' 
hold we live ; as chastened, 
and not killed ; as sorrowful, 
yet always rejoicing ; as 
poor, yet making many rich ; 
as having nothing, yet pos- 
sessing all things.

James i. 2 — 15. 

MY brethren, count it all 
joy when ye fall into divers 
temptations; knowing this, 
that the trying of your faith 
worketh patience. But let 
patience have her perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect 
and entire, wanting nothing. 
If any of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, who 
giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not ; and it 
shall be given him. But let 
him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering. For he that 
wavereth is like a wave of 
the sea, driven with the 
wind, and tossed. For let 
not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of 
the Lord. A double-minded 
man is unstable in all his 
ways. Let the brother of 
low degree rejoice in that he 
is exalted; but the rich, in 
that he is made low ; be- 
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cause, as the flower of the 
grass, he shall pass away. 
For the sun is no sooner 
risen with a burning heat, 
but it withereth the grass, 
and the flower thereof fall- 
eth, and the grace of the 
fashion of it perisheth ; so 
also shall the rich man fade 
away in his ways. Blessed 
is the man that endureth 
temptation ; for, when he is 
tried, he «hall receive the 
crown of life, which the 
Lord hath promised to them 
that love him. Let no man 
say, when he is tempted, I 
am tempted of God ; for 
God cannot be tempted with 
evil, neither tempteth he any 
man ; but every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust, and 
enticed. Then, when lust 
hath conceived, it bringeth 
forth sin ; and sin, when it 
is finished, bringeth forth 
death. 



The Third Sunday in 
Lent. 

The Collect. 

We pray, O merciful 
God, that all holy affec- 
tions may be established 
in our hearts, and mani- 



fested in our lives; that 
while we live we may 
enjoy the testimony of a 
good conscience, and the 
hope of thy favor, and that 
after death we may re- 
ceive an everlasting re- 
ward in the kingdom of 
heaven, through thine 
infinite mercy, manifest- 
ed unto us by Jesus 
Christ our Saviour.

The Gospel. 
Luke xi. 14 — 26. 

JESUS was casting out 
a devil, and it was dumb. 
And it came to pass when 
the devil was gone out, the 
dumb spake ,* and the people 
wondered. But some of 
them said, He casteth out 
devils through Beelzebub, 
the chief of the devils. 
And others, tempting him, 
sought of him a sign from 
heaven. But he, knowing 
their thoughts, said unto 
them. Every kingdom divi- 
ded against itself, is brought 
to desolation ; and a house 
divided against a house 
falleth. If Satan also be 
divided against himself, how 
shall his kingdom stand? 
because ye say that I cast 
outdevils through Beelzebub. 
And if I by Beelzebub .cast 
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out devils, by whom do your 
sons cast them out? there- 
fore shall they be your 
judges. But if I with the 
finger of God cast out 
devils, no doubt the kingdom 
of God is come upon you. 
When a strong man armed 
keepeth his palace, his goods 
are in peace; but when a 
stronger than he shall come 
upon him, and overcome 
him, he takcth from him all 
his armor wherein he trusted, 
and divideth his spoils. He 
who is not with me, is 
against me; and he who 
gathereth not with me, scat- 
tereth. When the unclean 
spirit is gone out of a man 
he walketh through dry 
places, seeking rest ; and 
finding none, he saith, I will 
return unto my house, 
whence I came out. And 
when he cometh, he findeth 
it swept and garnished. 
Then goeth he, and taketh 
to himself seven other spir- 
its more wicked than him- 
self, and they enter in, and 
dwell there ; and the last 
state of that man is worse 
than the first 

The Epistle. 

Eph. V. 1 — 14. 

BE ye therefore followers 
of God, as dear children ; 
and walk in love, as Christ 



also hath loved us, and hath 
given himself for us, an o^ 
fering and a sacrifice to God 
for a sweet smelling savor. 
But fornication and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, 
let it not be once named 
amongst you, as becometh 
saints ; neither filthiness, nor 
« foolish talking, nor jesting, 
which are not proper ; but 
rather giving of thanks. 
For this ye know, that no 
fornicator, nor unclean per- 
son, nor covetous man, who 
is an idolater, hath any in- 
heritance in the kingdom of 
Christ, and of God. Let 
no man deceive you with 
vain words; for because of 
these things cometh the 
wrath of God upo^ the chil- 
dren of disobedience. Be 
not ye therefore partakers 
with them ; for ye were 
once darkness, but now are 
ye light in the Lord ; walk 
as children of light, (for the 
fruit of the Spirit is in all 
goodness, and righteousness, 
and truth,) proving what is 
acceptable unto the Lord. 
And have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful Works of dark- 
ness, but rather reprove 
them ; for it is a shame 
even to speak of those 
things which are done of 
them in secret. But all 
things that are reproved, are 
made, manifest by the light ; 
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for whatsoever doth ^ make 
manifest, is light. Where- 
fore it saith, Awake, thou 
who sleepest, and arise from 
the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light. 



The Fourth Sunday in 
Lent.

GRANT, we beseech 
thee, Almighty God, that 
we, who for our evil deeds 
do worthily deserve to be 
punished, by the comfort 
of thy grace may merciful- 
ly be relieved, through 
our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ.

The Gospel. 
John vi. 1 — 14. 

JESUS went over the sea 
of Galilee, which is the sea 
of Tiberias. And a great 
multitude followed him, he- 
cause they saw his miracles 
which he did on them who 
were diseased. And Jesus 
went up into a mountain, 
and there he sat with his 
disciples. And the Pass- 
sover, a feast of the Jews, 
was nigh. When Jesus then 
lifted up his eyes, and saw 



a great company come unto 
Jiim, 4ie saith unto Philip, 
Whence shall we buy bread, 
that these may eat? (And 
this he said -to prove him ; for 
he himself knew what he 
would do.) Philip answered 
him, two hundred penny- 
worth of bread is not suffic- 
ient for them, that every one 
may take a little. One of his 
disciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter's brother, saith unto 
him, There is a lad here, 
who hath five barley loaves, 
and two small fishes; but 
what ' are they among so 
many ? And Jesus said. 
Make the men sit down. 
Now there was much grass 
in the place. So the men 
sat down, in number about 
five thousand. And Jesus 
took the loaves, and when 
he had given thanks, he dis- 
tributed to the disciples, and 
the disciples to them who 
were set down, and likewise 
of the fishes, as rtiuch as 
they would. When they 
were filled, he said unto his 
disciples. Gather up the frag- 
ments which remain, that 
nothing be lost. Therefore 
they gathered them together, 
and filled twelve baskets with 
the fragments of the five 
barley loaves,which remained 
over and above, unto those 
who had eaten. Then those 
men, when they had seen the 
miracle that Jesus did, said. 
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This iB of a tratk that 
Prophet, who shoald pome 
into the world. 

The EpisTtE. 
Jamee iy. 8 — 14. 

DRAW nigh to God, and 
he will draw nigh to you. 
Cleanse your hands, ye sin- 
ners; and purify your hearts 
ye double-minded. Be af- 
flicted, and mourn, and 
weep ;. let your laughter be 
turned to mourning, and 
your joy to heaviness. 
Humble yourselves in the 
sight of the Lord, and he 
shall lifl you up. Speak 
not evil one of another, 
bretliren. He that speaketh 
evil of his brother, and 
judgeth his brother, speak- 
eth evil of the law, and judg- 
eth the law; but if thou 
judge the law, thou art not 
a doer of the law, but a 
judge.

John viii. 46 — 59. 

JESUS said. Which of 
you convinceth me of sin ? 
And if I say the truth, why 
do ye not believe me T He, 
who is of God, heareth 
God*s words ; ye therefore 
hear them not, because ye 
are not of God. Then an- 
swered the Jews, and said 
unto him. Say we not well, 
that thou art a Samaritan, 
and hast a devil ? Jesus an- 
swered, I have not a devil ; 
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but I honor my Father, and 
ye do dishonor me. And I 
seek not mine own giory ; 
and there is one that seek- 
elh and* judgelh. VeriJy, 
verily, I say unto you, If a 
man keep my saying, he 
shall never see death. Then 
said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou 
hast a devil. Abraham is 
dead, and the prophets ; and 
thou say est. If a man keep 
my saying, he shall never 
taste of death. Art thou 
greater than our father 
Abraham, who is dead ? 
and the prophets are dead ; 
who makest thou thyself? 
Jesus answered, If I honor 
myself, my honor is nothing ; 
it is my Father who honor- 
eth me, of whom ye say, 
that he is your God ; yet ye 
have not known him ; but I 
know him ; and if I should 
say, I know him not, I shall 
be a liar like unto you ; but I 
know him, and keep his say- 
ing. Your father Abraham 
rejoiced to see my day, and 
he saw it and was glad. 
Then said the Jews unto 
him, Thou art not yet fifty 
years old, and hast thou 
seen Abraham ? Jesus said 
unto them. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you. Before Abra- 
ham was, I am. Then took 
they up stones to cast at 
him ; but Jesus hid himself, 



and went out of the tem- 
ple. 

The Epistle. 
Heb. ix. 11 — 15. 

CHRIST, being come, 
an high priest of good things 
to be, by a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to say, 
not of this building ; neither 
by the blood of goats, and 
calves, but by his own blood, 
entered in once into the 
holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us. 
For if the blood of bulls 
and of goats, and the ashes 
of an heifer sprinkling the 
unclean, sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh, how 
much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself 
without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living 
God?

The Gospel. 
Matth. xxvii. 1 — 54. 

WHEN the morning was 
come, all the chief priests 
and elders of the people 
took counsel against Jesus, 
to put him to death. And 
when they had bound him, 
they led him away, and de- 
livered him to Pontius Pilate 
the governor. Then Judas 
who had betrayed him, when 
he saw that he was con- 
'^emned, repented himself, 



and broaght again the thirty 
pieces of silver to the chief 
priests and elders, saying, I 
have sinned, in that I have 
betrayed innocent blood. 
And they said. What is that 
to us ? see thoa to that. 
And he cast down the pieces 
of silver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and 
hanged himself. And the 
chief priests took the silver 
pieces and said. It is not 
lawful to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the 
price of blood. And they 
took counsel, and bought 
with them the Potter's Field, 
to bury strangers in. Where- 
fore that field was called The 
Field of Blood unto this 
day. Then was fulfilled that 
which was spoken by Jere- 
miah the prophet, saying. 
And they took the thirty 
pieces of silver, the price 
of him who was valued, 
whom they of the child- 
ren of Israel did value, and 
gave them for the Potter's 
Field, as the Lord appointed 
me. And Jesus stood before 
the governor ; and the gov- 
ernor asked him, saying, 
Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And Jesus said unto 
him, Thou sayest. And 
when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. Then 
said Pilate unto him, Hear- 
est thou not how many things 
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they witness against thee? 
And he answered him to 
never a word ; insomuch 
that the governor marvelled 
greatly. N6w at that feast, 
the governor was wont to 
release unto the people a 
prisoner, whom they would. 
And they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate 
said unto them» Whom will 
ye that I release unto you ; 
Barabbas, or Jesus, who is 
called Christ ? For he knew 
that for envy they had de- 
livered him. When he was 
set down on the judgment 
seat, his wife sent unto him 
saying, -Have thou nothing 
to do with that just man ; 
for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream 
because of him. But the 
chief priests and elders per^- 
suaded the multitude that 
they should ask Barabbas^ 
and destroy Jesus. The 
governor answered and said 
unto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release 
unto you? They said, Ba^- 
rabbas. Pilate saith unto 
them. What shaU I do then 
with Jesus, who is called 
Christ ? They all say unto 
him, Let him be crucified. 
And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? 
But they cried out the more, 



saying. Let him be cmcified. 
When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but 
that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and 
washed his hands before the 
multitude, saying, I am in- 
nocent of the blood of this 
just person ; see ye to it. 
Then answered all the peo- 
ple^ and said, His blood be 
on us, and on our children. 
Then released he Barabbas 
unto them : and, when he 
had scourged Jesus, he de- 
livered him to be crucified. 
Then the soldiers of the 
governor took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of 
soldiers. And they stripped 
him, and put on him a pur- 
ple robe. And when they 
had platted a crown of 
thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right 
hand ; and they bowed the 
knee before him, and mocked 
him, saying, Hail, King of 
the Jews. And they spit 
upon him, and took the reed, 
and smote him on the head. 
And after they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off 
from him, and put his own 
raiment on him, and led 
him away to crucify him. 
And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cyrene, Si- 
mon by nfime; him they 
compelled to bear his cross.

And when they were come 
unto a place called Golgotha, 
that is to say, a Place of a 
Skull, they gave him vinegar 
to drink, mingled with gall ; 
and when he had tasted 
thereof, he would not drink. 
And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting 
lots. And sitting down, 
they watched him there. 
And they set up. over his 
head, his accusation written, 
This is Jesus the King of 
THE Jews. Then there 
were two thieves crucified 
with him ; one on the right 
hand, and another on the 
lefl. And they who passed 
by reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, 
Thou who destroyest the 
temple, and buildest it in 
three days, save thyself. If 
thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the cross. 
Likewise also the chief 
priests, mocking him, with 
the scribes and elders, said, 
He saved others, himself he 
cannot save. If he be the 
King of Israel, let him now 
comedown from the cross, 
and we will believe him. 
He trusted in God ; let Him 
deliver him now, if He will 
have him ; for he said, I am 
the Son of God. The 
thieves also, who were cruci- 
fied with him, cast the same 
in his teeth. Now from the 



sixth hour, there was dark- 
ness over all the land, unto 
the ninth hour. And about 
the ninth hour Jesus cried 
with a loud voice, saying, 
JSiij Eli, lama sabachthani ? 
that is to say, My God, My 
God, why hast thou forsaken 
me ? Some of those who 
stood there, when they 
heard that, said, This man 
calleth for Elias. And 
straightway one of them ran, 
and took a spunge, and fill- 
ed it with vinegar, and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to 
drink. The rest said, Let be, 
let us see whether Elias will 
come to save him. Jesus, 
when he had cried again with 
a loud voice, yielded up the 
ghost. And behold, the 
veil of the temple was rent 
in twain from the top to the 
bottom; and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent, 
and the graves were opened, 
and many bodies of the 
saints, who slept, arose, and 
came out of the grave after 
his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and ap- 
peared unto many. Now 
when the centurion, and 
those who were with him, 
watching Jesus, saw the 
earthquake, and those things 
that were done, they feared 
greatly, saying, Truly this 
was the Son of God. 
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The Epistle. 
Phil. ii. 4 — 11. 

LOOK not every man on 
bis own things, but every 
man also on the things of 
others. Let this mind be 
in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus : who being in 
the form of God, did not 
think of eagerly retaining 
his likeness to God, but 
emptied himself of it, taking 
the form of a servant, being 
made in the likeness of men ; 
and, being formed in fashion 
as a man, ^e humbled him- 
self, and became obedient 
unto death, even the death 
of the cross. Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name, 
which is above every name ; 
that at the name of Jesus, 
every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things 
m earth, and things under 
the earth; and that every 
tongue should confess that 
Jesus Christ is Lord, to the 
glory of God, the Father. 



behold this thy family, for 
which our Lord Jesus 
Christ was contented to 
be betrayed, and given up 
into the hands of wicked 
m^n, and to suffer death 
upon the cross. And this 
we beg in the name of 
our Mediator ; through 
whom we ascribe unto 
thee all honor and glory, 
now and ever. Amen.

The Gospel. 
John xix. 1 — 37. 

.. PILATE therefore took 
Je-us, and scourged him. 
And the soldiers platted a 
crown of thorns,, and put it 
on his head^ and they put on 
him a purple rol>e, and said, 
Hail, King of the Jews ; and 
they smote him with their 
hands. ' Pilate therefore 
went forth again, and saith 
unto them, Behold, I Wing 
him forth to you, that ye 
may know that I find no 
fault in him. Thei) came 
Jesus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe. And Pilate 
saith unto them. Behold the 
man. -When the chief 
priest^i therefore, and offi- 
cers saw him, they cried 
out saying, Crucify him, 



crucify him. Pilate saith 
unto them. Take ye him, 
and crucify him; for I find 
no fault in him. The Jews 
answered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he 
ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of 
God. .When Pilate there^ 
fore heard that saying, he 
was the more afraid: and 
went again into the judg- 
ment hall, and saith unto 
Jesus, Whence art thou ? 
But Jesus gave him no an- 
swer. Then saith Pilate 
unto hixn, Speakest thou not 
unto me ? knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have power to re- 
lease thee ? Jesus answered. 
Thou couldst have no power 
at all against me/ except it 
were given thee from above ; 
therefore he who delivered 
me unto, thee hath the great- 
er sin. And from thence- 
forth Pilate sought to release 
him; but the Jews, cried 
out, saying. If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Caesar's 
friend ; whosoever maketh 
himself a king, speaketh 
against Caesar. When Pilate 
therefore heard that saying, 
he brought Jesus forth, and 
sat down in the judgment 
seat, in a place that is called 
the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it 
was the preparation of the 
Passover, and about the 
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sixth hour; and he saith 
unto the Jews, Behold your 
King. But they' cried out, 
Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him. Pilate 
saith unto them. Shall I 
crucify your King ? Tlie 
chief priests answered, We 
have no King but Csesai^ 
Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be 
crucified ; and they took 
Jesus and led him away. And 
he, bearing his cross, went 
forth into a place called the 
Place of a Skull, which is 
called in the Hebrew, Gol* 
goth^ ; where they crucified 
him, and two others with 
him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross ; and the 
writing was, Jesus of- Naz- 
areth, THE KlNC^ OF THE 

Jews. This title then read 
many of -the Jews*; for the 
place where Jesus was cru- 
cified was nigh to the city ; 
and it was- written in He- 
brew, and Greiek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not the King of the Jews ; 
but that he said, I am the 
King of the Jews. Pilate 
answered, What I have writ- 
ten, I have written. Then 
the soldiers^ when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four 
parts, to every soldier a 
8 



part ; and also his coat. Now 
the coat was without seam, 
woven from the top through* 
out. They said therefore 
among themselves, Let us 
not rend it, but cast lots for 
it, whose it shall be;^ that 
the scripture might be ful- 
filled, which saith. They 
parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture 
they did cast^ lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers 
did. Now there stood by 
the cross of Jesus his moth- 
er, and his mother's sister, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jesus therefore saw his 
mother and . the disciple 
standing by, whom he loved, 
he saith unto his mother, 
Woman, behold thy som 
Then saith he to the disci- 
ple, Behold thy mother. 
And from that hdur that 
disciple took her unto his 
own home. After this, Jesus, 
knowing that all things were 
now accomplished, that the 
scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, I thirst. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vine- 
gar ; and they filled a 
spunge with vinegar, and 
put it upon hyssop, and put 
it to his mouth. When Je- 
sus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he said. It is 
finished ; and he bowed his 
head, and gave up the ghost. 
The Jews therefore, because 
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it was the preparation, that 
the bodies should not re* 
main upon the cross on the 
sabbath day, (for that sab- 
bath day was an high day,) 
besought Pilate that their 
legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken 
away. Then came the sol- 
diers, and brake the legs of 
the first, and of the other 
who was crucified with him. 
But when they came to Jesus, 
and saw that he was dead 
already, they brake not his 
legs. But one of the sol- 
diers with a spear pierced 
his side ; and forthwith came 
there out blood and water. . 
And he that saw it, bare 
record, and his record is 
true ; and he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might 
believe. For these things 
were done, that the scripture 
should be fulfilled, a bone of 
him shall not be broken. 
And again, another scripture 
saith, They shall look on 
him whom they pierced. 

The Epistle. 
Heb. X. 1 — 25. 

THE law, having a shad- 
ow of good things to come, 
and not the very image of 
the things, can never, with 
t'hose sacrifices, which they 
offered year by year contin- 



ually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect; for then 
would they not have ceased 
to be offered ; because that 
the worshippers, once purg- 
ed, should have had no more 
conscience of sins. But in 
those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance ac^ain made of 
sins every year. For it is 
not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. Wherefore 
when he cometh into the 
world, he saith. Sacrifice 
and offering thou wouldst 
not, but a body bast thou 
prepared me; in burnt-offer- 
ings and sacrifices for sin 
thou hast had no pleasure. 
Then said I, Lo, I come (in 
the volume of the book it is 
writted of me) to do thy will, 
O God. After saying first, 
Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and offer- 
ing for sin thou wouldst not, 
neither hadst pleasure there- 
in, which are offered by the 
law, then said he, Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the 
second. By the which will 
we are sanctified, through 
the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for all. 
And every priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering 
oftentimes the same sacrifi- 
ces, which can never take 
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away sins-; but this man, 
afler he had offered one sac- 
rifice for sins, for ever sat 
down on the right hand of 
God; from henceforth ex- 
pecting till his enemies be 
made his footstool. For by 
one offering he hath perfect- 
ed for ever those who are 
sanctified. Whereof the 
holy Spirit also is a witness 
to us. For after that it had 
said before, This is the 
covenant that I will make 
with them aAer those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my 
laws into their hearts, and 
in their minds will I write 
them ; and their sins and 
iniquities will I remember 
no more. Now where re- 
mission of these is, there 
is no more offering for 
sin. Having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter 
into the holiest by the blood 
of Jesus, by a new and liv- 
ing way, which he hath con- 
secrated for us, through the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh ; 
and having an high priest 
over the house of God ; let 
Qs draw near with a true 
heart, in full assurance of 
faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil con- 
science, and our bodies 
washed' with pure water. 
Let us hold fast the profes- 
sion of our faith without 
Wavering ; for he is faithful 



who promised ; and let us 
consider one another to pro- 
voke unto love, and to good 
works ; not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves to- 
gether, as the manner of 
some is ; but exhorting one 
another; and so much the 
more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching.

The Gospel. 

John xz. 1 — 10. 
THE first day of the 
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week Cometh Mary Magda- 
lene early, when it was yet 
dark, unto the sepulchre, 
and i-eeth the stone taken 
away from the sepulchre. 
Then she runneth, and com- 
eth to Simon Peter, and to 
the other disciple whom Je- 
sus loved, and saith unto 
them, They ha?e taken away 
the Lord out of the sepul- 
chre, and yre know not 
where they have laid him. 
Peter therefore went forth, 
and that other disciple, and 
came to the sepulchre. So 
they ran both together ;* and 
the other disciple did outrun 
Peter, and came first to the 
sepulchre; and he stooped 
down, and looking in, saw the 
linen clothes lying, yet went 
he not in. Then cometh 
Simon Peter following him, 
and went into the sepulchre, 
and seeth the linen clothes 
lie ; and the napkin that 
was about his head, not ly- 
ing with the linen clothes, 
hot wrapped together in a 
place by itself. Then went 
in also that, other disciple 
who came first to the sepul- 
chre, and he saw, and be- 
lieved. For as yet they 
knew not the scripture, that 
he must rise again from the 
dead. Then the disciples 
went away again unto their 
own home.

Col. ill. 1-11. 

IP ye then be risen with 
Christ, seek those things 
which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. Set your af- 
fection on things above, not, 
on things on the earth ; 
for ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Christ in 
God. When Christ, who 
is our life, shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear 
with him in glory. Mortify 
therefore your members 
which are upon the earth ; 
fornication, uncleanness, in- 
ordinate affection, evil con- 
cupiscence, and covetous- 
ness, which is idolatry ; for 
which things' sake the wrath 
of God cometh on the chil- 
dren of disobedience ; in 
the which ye also walked 
sometime, when ye lived in 
them. But now ye also put 
away all these ; anger, wrath, 
malice, blasphemy, filthy 
communication out of your 
mouth.

This is he ivho came by 
water and blood, even Jesus 
Christ ; not by water only, 
but by water and blood ; 
and it is the Spirit that bear- 
eth witness, because the 
Spirit IS truth. For there 
are three who bear record, 
the Spirit, and the water, 
and the Wood ; and these 
three agree in one. If we 
receive the witness of men, 
the witness of God is great- 
er ; for this is the witness of 
God which he hath testified 
of his Son. He who believ- 
eth on the Son of God hath 
the witness in himself; he

The good shep- 
herd giveth his life for the 



But he who is an 
hireling, and, not the shep- 
herd, whose own the sheep 
are not, seeth the wolf com- 
ing, and leaveth the sheep 
and fieeth ; and the wolf 
catcheth them, and scatter- 
eth t-lie sheep. The hire4ing 
fieeth, because he is an hire- 
ling, and careth not for the 
sheep. I am the good shep- 
herd, and know my sheep, 
and am known of mine, as 
the Father knoweth me, and 
I know the Father; and I 
lay down my life for the 
sheep. And other sheep 
1 have, which are not of this 
fold ; them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my 
voice; and there shall be 
one fold, and one shepherd. 

The Epistlb. 
IPeterii. 19— .25. 

THIS is thankworthy, if 
a man, for conscience toward 
God, endure grief, suffering 
wrongfully. For what glory 
is it, if when ye be buffeted 
for your faults, ye shall take 
it patiently? But if when 
ye do well and suffer for 
it, ye take it patiently, this 
is acceptable with God. For 
even hereunto were ye call- 
ed ; because Christ also suf- 
fered for us, leaving us an ex- 
ample, that ye should follow 
his steps ; who did no sin, nei- 
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ther was guile Ibund in his 
moutb; who when he was 
reviled, reviled, not again; 
when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not,, but committed 
himself to him who judgeth 
righteously ; who his own 
self bare our sins in his^own 
body on the tree ; that we 
being dead to sin, should live 
unto righteousness ; bj 
whose stripes ye were healed. 
For ye were as sheep going 
astray ; but are now returned 
unto the shepherd and bish- 
op of your souls.

Marvel 
not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born acrain. The 
wind bloweth where it list- 
eth, and thou hearest the 
sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth ; so is every 
one who is born of the spirit. 
Nicodemus answered and 
said unto him. How can ^ 
these things be? Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him. 
Art thou a master of Israel, 
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and knowest not these 
things ? Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, We speak that we 
do know, and testify that we 
have seen ; and ye receive 
not our witness. If I have 
told you earthly things, and 
ye believe not, how shall ye 
believe if I tell you of heav- 
enly things? And no man 
hath ascended up to heaven, 
but he who catne down from 
heaven, even the Son of man, 
who is in heaven. And as 
Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lift- 
ed up; that whosoever 
believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life.

Rev. iv. 1 — 11. 

AFTER this I looked, 
and, behold, a door was 
opened in heaven ; and 
the first voice which I heard 
was as it were of a trumpet 
talking with me ; which 
said, come up hither, and I 
will show thee things which 
must be hereafter.

and, behold, a throne was 
set in heaven, and one sat on 
the throne.

And 
in hell he lifted up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Laz- 
arus in his bosom. And he 
cried and said. Father Abra- 
ham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may 
dip the tip of his finger in 
water, and cool my tongue ; 
for I am tormented in this 
flame. But Abraham said, 
Son, remember that ihou in 
thy lifetime receivedst thy 
good things, and likewise 
Lazarus evil things ; but 
now he is comforted, and 
thou art tormented. And be- 
sides all this, between us and 
you there is a great gulf 
fixed ; so that they who 
would pass from hence to 
you cannot ; neither can they 
pass to us, who would come 
from thence. Then he said, 
I pray thee therefore, father, 
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that thou wouldest send him 
to my father's house; for I 
have five brelhreo, that he 
may testify uuto them, lest 
they also come into this 
place of torment. Abraham 
saith unto him^ They have 
Moses and the prophets ; let 
them hear them. And he 
said, Nay, father Abraham ; 
but if one went unto them 
from the dead, they will re- 
pent. And he said unto him. 
If they hear not Moses and 
the prophets, neither will 
they be persuaded though 
one rose from the dead. 

The Epistle. 
IJohniv. 7 — 21. 

BELOVED, let us love one 
another ; for love is of God; 
and every one who loveth is 
born of God, and knoweth 
God. He who loveth not, 
knoweth not God ; for God 
is love. In this was mani- 
fested the love of God toward 
us, because that God sent 
his only begotten Son into 
the world, that we might 
Jive through him. Herein 
is love, not that we lov6d 
God, but that he loved us, 
and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins. 
Beloved, if God so loved us, 
we ought also to love one 
another. No man hath seen 



God at any time. If we 
love one another, God dwell- 
eth in us, and his love is per- 
fected in us. Hereby know 
we that we dwell in him, and 
he in us, because he hath 
given us of his Spirit. And 
we have seen and do testify, 
that the Father sent the Son 
to be the Saviour of the 
world. Whosoever shall 
confess that Jesus is the Son 
of God, God dwelleth in him, 
and he in God. And we 
have known and believed 
the love that God hath to us. 
God is love ; and he who 
dwelleth in love, dwelleth 
in God, and God in him. 
Herein is our love made per- 
fect, that we may have bold- 
ness in the day of judgment ; 
because as he is, so are we 
in the world. There is no 
fear in love ; but perfect love 
casteth out fear; because 
fear hath torment ; he who 
feareth is not made perfect 
in love. We love him be- 
cause he first loved us. If 
a man say, I love God, and 
hateth his brother, he is a 
liar ; for he who loveth not 
his brother whom he hath 
seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen?

Who- 
soever hateth his brother, is 
a murderer ; and ye know 
that no murderer hath eter- 
nal life abiding in him. 
Hereby perceive we love, 
because he laid down his life 
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for us ; and we ought to lay 
down our lives for the breth- 
ren. But whoso hath this 
world's good, and seeth his 
brother have need, and shut- 
teth up his bowels of com- 
passion from him ; how 
dwelleth the love of God in 
him? My little children, 
let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue; but in 
deed, and in truth.

ALL of you be subject 
one to another, and be cloth- 
ed with humility ; for God 
resisteth the proud, and giv- 
eth grace to the humble.

prison. Verily I say unto 
thee, thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou 
hast paid the uttermost far- 
thing.

Rom vi. 3 — 11. 

KNOW ye not, that so 
many of us as were baptized 
into Jesus Christ, were bap- 
tized into his death ? There- 
fore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death ; that 
like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory 
of the Father, even so we 
also should walk in newness 
of life. For if we have 
been planted together in the 
likeness of his death, we 
shall be also in the likeness 
of his resurrection ; know- 
ing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin ; for he

But God be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin, but 
ye have obeyed from the 
heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you.

I speak 
afler the manner of men, be- 
cause of the infirmity of your 
flesh. For as ye have yield- 
ed your members servants to 
uncleanness, and lo iniquity, 
unto iniquity ; even so now 
yield your members servants 
to righteousness, unto holi- 
ness. For when ye were the 
servants of sin, ye were free 
from righteousness. What 
fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now 
ashamed? for the end of 
those things is death.

The Pharisee 
stood, and prayed thus with 
himself; God, I thank thee, 
that I am not as other men 
are, extortioners, unjust^ 
adulterers, or even as this 
publican. I fast twice in 
the week ; I give tithes of 
all that I possess. And the 
publican, standing afar off, 
would not lift up so much as 
his eyes unto heaven, but 
smote upon his breast, say- 
ing, God be merciful to me 
a sinner. I tell you, this 
man went dowa to his house 



justified rather than the oth- 
er ; for every one who ex- 
alteth himself shall be 
abased ; and he who hum- 
bleth himself shall be exalt- 
ed. 

The Epistle. 

1 Cor. XV. 1 — 11. 

BRETHREN, I declare 
unto you the gospel, which 
I preached unto you, which 
also ye have received, and 
wherein ye stand ; by which 
also ye are saved, if ye keep 
in memory what I preached 
unto you, unless ye have be- 
lieved in vain. For I de- 
livered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our 
sins according to the scrip- 
tures ; and that he was bur- 
ied ; and .that he rose again 
the third day according to 
the scriptures ; and that he 
was seen of Cephas ; then 
of the twelve. After that 
he was seen of above five 
hundred brethren at once ; 
of whom the greater part 
remain unto this present, 
but some are fallen asleep. 
After that he was seen of 
James; then of all the apos- 
tles. And last of all he was 
seen of me also, as of one 
born out of due time. For 
I am the least of the- apos- 
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ties, that am not meet to be 
called an apostle, because I 
persecuted the church of 
God. But by the grace of 
God I am what I am ; and 
his grace which was be- 
stowed upon me was not in 
vain ; but I labored more 
abundantly than they all ; 
yet not I, but the grace of 
God which was with me. 
Therefore, whether it were 
I or they, so we preach, and 
so ye believed.

SUCH trust have we 
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through Christ toward God. 
Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think anything 
as of ourselves ; but our 
sufficiency is of God ; who 
also hath made us able min- 
isters of the new testament ; 
not of the letter, but of the 
spirit ; for the letter killeth, 
but the spirit giveth life. 
But if the ministration of 
death, written and engraven 
in stones, was glorious, so 
that the children of Israel 
could not steadfastly behold 
the face of Moses, for the 
glory of his countenance, 
which glory was to be done 
away ; how shall not the 
ministration of the Spirit be 
rather glorious ? For if the 
ministration of condemna- 
tion be glory, much more 
doth the ministration of 
righteousness exceed in glo-

But a certain Samaritan, as 
he journeyed, came where 
he was ; and when he saw 
him, he had compassion on 
him, and went to him, and 
bound up his wounds, pour- 
ing in oil and wine, and set 
him on his own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and 
took care of him. And on 
the morrow, when he de- 
parted, he took out two 
pence, attd gave them to the 
host, and said unto him, 
Take care of him, and 
whatsoever thou spendest 
more, when I come again I 
will repay thee.

Behold the fowls of the 
air; for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns ; yet your 
heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much 
better than they ? Which of 
you by taking thought can 
add one cnbit unto his stat- 
ure? And why take ye 
thought for raiment ? Con- 



sider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow ; they toil 
not, neither do they spin; 
and yet I say unto you, that 
even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like 
one of these. Wherefore, 
if God so clothe the grass of 
the field, which to-day is, 
and • to-morrow is cast into 
the oven, shall he not much 
more clothe you, O ye of 
little faith ? Therefore take 
no thought, saying. What 
shall we eat or what shall 
we drink ? o/, wherewithal 
shall we be clothed ? (for 
afler all these things do the 
Gentiles seek) for your 
heavenly Father knoweth 
that ye have need of all 
these things. But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness, and 
all these things shall be ad- 
ded unto you. Take there- 
fore no thought for the mor- 
row; for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things 
of itself; sufiicient unto the 
day is the evil thereof. 

For the Epistle. 
Rev. ii. 1 — 7. 

UNTO the angel of the 
church of Ephesns write; 
These things saith he that 
holdeth the seven stars in 
his right hand, who walketh 
in the midst of the seven 
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golden candlesticks ; I know 
thy works, and thy labor, 
and thy patience, and how 
thou canst not bear those 
who are evil ; and thou hast 
tried those who say they are 
apostles, and are not, and 
hast found them liars ; and 
hast borne, and hnst pa- 
tience, and for my name's 
sake hast labored, and hast 
not fainted. Nevertheless, 
I have somewhat against 
thee, because thou hast left 
thy first love. Remember, 
therefore, from whence thou 
art fallen, and repent, and 
do the first works ; or else P 
will come unto thee quickly, 
and will remove thy candle- 
stick out of his place, ex- 
cept thou repent. But this 
thou hast, that thou hat est 
the deeds of theNicolaitans, 
which I also hate. He that 
hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto 
the churches ; To him that 
overcometh will 1 give to 
eat of the tree of life, which 
is in the midst of the para- 
dise of God.

And Jesus spake 
unto the lawyers and Phar- 
isees, saying. Is it lawful to 
heal on the sabbath day ? 
And they held their peace. 
And he took him, and healed

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answered them, saying, 
Which of you shall have an 
ass, or an ox, fallen into a 
pit, and will not straightway 
pull him out on the sabbath 
day? And they could not 
answer him again to these 
things. And he put forth a 
parable to those who were 
bidden, when he marked 
how they chose out the 
chief rooms ; saying unto 
them, When thou art bidden 
of any man to a wedding, 
sit not down in the highest 
room ; lest a more honora- 
ble man than thou be bidden 
of him, and he who bade 
thee and him, come and say 
to thee. Give this man place ; 
and thou begin with shame 
to take the lowest room. 
But when thou art bidden, 
go and sit down in the low- 
est room, that when he who 
bade thee cometh, he may 
say unto thee. Friend, go up 
higher; then shalt thou have 
worship in the presence of 
those who sit at meat with 
thee. For whosoever exalt- 
eth himself, shall be abased ; 
and he who humbleth him- 
self, shall be exalted. 

The Epistle. 
Ephes. iv. 1 — 13. 

I, THEREFORE, the 



prisoner of the Lord, be- 
seech you, that ye walk 
worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called; 
with all lowliness and meek- 
ness, with long suffering, 
forbearing one another in 
love; endeavoring to keep 
the unity of the spirit in the 
bond of peace. There is 
one body, and one spirit, 
even as ye are called in one 
hope of your calling ; one 
Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism, one God and Father of 
all, who is above all, and 
through all, and in you all. 
But unto every one of us is 
given grace according to the 
measure of the gift of Christ. 
Wherefore it saith, When 
he ascended up on high, he 
led captivity captive, and 
gave gifts unto men. 
Now that he ascended, what 
is it but that he also de- 
scended first into the lower 
parts of the earth ? He that 
descended is the same also 
that ascended up far above 
all heavens, that he might 
fill all things. And he gave 
some, apostles; and some, 
prophets ; and some, evan- 
gelists; and some, pastors 
and teachers; for the per- 
fecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of 
Christ ; till we all come in 
the unity of the faith, and 
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of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect 
roan, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of 
Christ. 



The Nineteenth Sunday

The Collect. 

LORD, we beseech 
thee, grant thy people 
grace to withstand the 
temptations of the world 
without, and of evil pas- 
sions within ; to make 
daily advances in wisdom 
and goodness ; and with 
pure hearts and minds to 
follow thee, the only God, 
through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

The Gospbl. 
Matt. xxii. 34 — 46. 

WHEN the Pharisees had 
heard that Jesus had put the 
Sadducees to silence, they 
were gathered together. 
Then one of them, who was 
a lawyer, asked hiin a ques- 
tion, tempting him, and say- 
ing, Master, which is the 
great commandment in the 



law? Jesus said unto him, 
Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind. This is 
the first and great eom- 
mandment. And the sec- 
ond is like unto it. Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as 
thyself. On these two com- 
mandments hang all the law 
and the prophets. While 
the Pharisees were gathered 
together, Jesus asked them, 
saying, What think ye of 
Christ ? whose son is he ? 
They say unto him. The son 
of David. He saith unto 
them. How then doth David 
in spirit call him Lord, say- 
ing. The Lord said unto ray 
Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, till I make thine ene- 
mies thy footstool ? If Da- 
vid then call him Lord, how 
is he his son ? And no man 
was able to answer him a 
word, neither durst any man, 
from that day forth, ask him 
any more questions. 

The Epistle. 
2 Cor iv. 13—18. 

WE, having the same 
spirit of faith, according as 
it is written, I believed, and 
therefore have I spoken ; we 
also believe, and therefore 
speak ; knowing that he who 
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raised up the Lord Jesus, 
shall raise up us also by 
Jesas, and shall present us 
with you. For all things 
are for your sakes, that the 
abundant grace might, 
through the thanksgiving of 
many, redound to the glory 
of God. For which cause 
we faint not; but though 
our outward man perish, yet 
the inward man is renewed 
day by day. For our light 
affliction, which is but for a 
moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceedincr and 
eternal weight of glory ; 
while we look not at the 
things which are seen, but 
at the things which are not 
seen; for the things which 
are seen, are temporal ; but 
the things which are not 
seen, are eternal.

Arise, take up thy 
bed, and go unto thine 
house. And he arose, and 
departed to his house. But 
when the multitude saw it 
they marvelled, and glorified 
God, who had given such 
power unto men.

Ephes. iv. 17 — 32. 

THIS I say therefore, and 
testify in the Lord, that ye 
henceforth walk not as other 
Gentiles walk, iu the vanity 
of their mind ; having the 
understanding darkened, be- 
ing alienated from the life of 
God through the ignorance 
that is in them, because of 
the blindness of their heart; 
who, being past feeling, 
have given themselves over 
unto lasciviousness, to work 
all uncleanness with greedi- 
ness. But ye have not so 
learned Christ ; if so be that 
ye have heard him, and have 
been taught by him, as the 
truth is in Jesus, that ye put 
off, concerning the former 
conversation, the old man, 
who is corrupt according to 
the deceitful luats, and be 
renewed in the spirit of your 
mind ; and that ye put on 
the new man, who after God 
is created in righteousness 
and true holiness. Where- 
fore, putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with 
his neighbor; for we are 
members one of another. 
Be ye angry, and sin not; 
let not the sun go down upon 
your wrath ; neither give 
place to the devil. Let him 
who stole, steal no more; 



but rather let him labor, 
working with his hands the 
thing which is good, that he 
may have to give to him 
who needeth. Let no cor- 
rupt communication pro- 
ceed out of your mouth, but 
that which is good, to the 
use of edifying, that it may 
minister grace unto the 
hearers. And grieve not 
the holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. Let 
all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger^ and clamor, 
and evil speaking be put 
away from you, with all mal- 
ice. And be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, for- 
giving one another, even as 
God m Christ hath forgiven 
you.

Again, he 
sent forth other servants, 
saying. Tell those wbb are 
bidden. Behold, I have pre- 
pared my dinner ; my oxen 
and my fallings are killed, 
and all things are ready ; 
come unto the marriage. 
But they made light of it, 
and went their ways, one to 
his farm, another to his mer- 
chandise; and the remnant 
took his servants, and en- 
treated them spitefully, and 
slew them. But when the 
king heard thereof, he was 
wroth ; and he sent forth his 
armies, and destroyed those 
murderers, and burnt up 
their city. Then saith he 
to his servants, The wedding 
is ready, but they who were 
bidden were not worthy ; ^o 
ye therefore into the high- 
way s, and as many as ye 



shall find, bid to the mar- 
riage. So those servants 
went ont into the highways, 
and gathered together all as 
many as they found, both 
bad and good ; and the wed- 
ding was furnished with 
guests. And when the king 
came in to see the guests, 
he saw there a man who had 
not on a wedding garment. 
And he saith unto him, 
Friend, how camest thou 
in hither, not having a wed- 
ding garment? And he was 
speechless. Then said the 
king to the servants, Bind 
him hand and foot, anc' take 
him away, and cast him into 
outer darkness; there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. For many are called, 
but few are chosen. 

The Epistle. 
2Pet. i. 2 — 11. 

GRACE and peace be 
multiplied unto you, through 
the knowledge of God, and 
of Jesus our Lord ; accord- 
ing as his divine power hath 
given unto us all things that 
pertain unto life and godli- 
ness, through the knowledge 
of him that hath called us to 
glory and virtue ; whereby 
are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious prom- 
ises ; that by these ye might 
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be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the 
corruption that is in the 
world through lust. And 
besides this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith vir- 
tue ; and to virtue, know- 
ledge ; and to knowledge, 
tempei;a^nce ; and to tem- 
perance, patience ; and to 
patience, godliness ; and to 
godliness, brotherly kind- 
ness ; and to brotherly kind- 
ness, charity. For if these 
things be in you, and abound, 
they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor un- 
fruitful in the knowledge of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. But 
he that lacketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar 
off, and hath forgotten that 
he was purged from his old 
sins. Wherefore the rather, 
brethren, give diligence to 
make your calling and elec- 
tion sure ; for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall ; 
for so an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abund- 
antly into the everlasting 
kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.

And when he 
had begun to reckon, one 
was brouorht unto him, who 
owed him ten thousand tal- 
ents. But forasmuch as he 
had not to pay, his lord com- 
manded him to be sold and 
his wife and children, and 
all that he had, and payment 
to be made. The servant 
therefore fell down and wor- 
shipped him, saying. Lord, 
have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. Then 
*the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and 
loosed him, and forgave him 
the debt. But the same ser- 
vant went out, and found one 
of his fellow servants, who 
owed him an hundred pence; 
and he laid hands on him, 
and took him by the throat, 
saying. Pay me that thou 
owest. And his fellow ser- 
vant fell down at his feet, 



and besought him, saying. 
Have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. And he 
would not; but went and 
cast him into prison, till he 
should pay the debt. So 
when his fellow servants saw 
what was done, they were 
very sorry, and came and 
told unto their lord all that 
was done. Then his lord, 
after that he had called him 
said unto him, O thou wicked 
servant, I forgave thee all 
that debt, because thou de- 
siredst me; shouldest not 
thou also have had compas- 
sion on thy fellow servant, 
even as I had pity on thee ? 
And his lord was wroth, and 
delivered him to the tor reent- 
ers, till he should pay all 
that was due unto him. So 
likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if 
ye from your hearts forgive 
not every one his brother 
their trespasses.

I THANK my God upon 
every remembrance of you, 
always, in every prayer of 
mine for you all, making re- 
quest with joy, for your fel-

I LOOKED, and lo, a 
Lamb stood on the mount 
Sion, and with him a hun- 
dred forty and four thou- 
sand, having his Father's 
name written in their fore- 
heads. And I heard a voice 
from heaven as the voice of 
many waters, and as the 
voice of a great thunder ; 
and I heard the voice of 



harpers harpincr with their 
harps. And they sung as it 
were a new song before the 
throne, and before the four 
beasts and the elders ; and 
no man could learn that 
song but the hundred and 
forty and four thousand, 
which were redeemed from 
the earth.

AND Saul, yet breathing 
out threatenings and slaugh 
ter against the disciples of 
the Lord, went unto the 
high priest, and desired ot 
him letters to Damascus to 
the synagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, 
whether they were men or 
women, he might bring 
them bound unto Jerusalem. 
And as he journeyed, he 
came near Damascus; and 
suddenly there shined round 
about him a light from heav- 
en ; and he fell to the earth, 
and heard a voice saying 
unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me ? And 
he said, who art thou, Lord^ 
And the Lord said, I am 
Jesus whom thou persecut- 
est. It is hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. 
And he, trembling and as- 
tonished, said, Lord, what 
wilt thou have me to do? 
And the Lord said unto him. 
Arise, and go into the city, 
and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do. And the men 
who journeyed with him 
stood speechless, hearing a 
voice, but seeing no man. 
And Saul arose from the 
earth; and when bis eyes 
were opened, he saw no 
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man; but they led him by 
the hand, and brought him 
into Damascus ; and he was 
three days without sight, 
and neither did eat nor 
drink. And there was a 
certain disciple at Damas- 
cus, named Ananias; and to* 
him said the Lord in a vis- 
ion, Ananias. And he said, 
Behold, I am here, Lord. 
And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and gointo the street, 
which is called Straight, and 
inquire in the house of Ju- 
das for one called Saul of 
Tarsus; for, behold, he 
prayeth, and hath seen in a 
vision a man named Ana- 
nias coining in, and putting 
his hand on him, that he 
might receive his sight. 
Then Ananias answered. 
Lord, I have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil 
he hath done to thy saints at 
Jerusalem ; and here he 
hath authority from the chief 
priests to bind all that call 
on thy name. But the Lord 
said unto him, Go thy way ; 
for he is a chosen vessel 
unto me, to bear my name 
before the Gentiles, and 
kings, and the children of 
Israel. For I will show 
him how great things he 
must suffer for my name's 
sake. And Ananias went 
his way, and entered into 
the house ; and putting his 



hands on him, said. Brother 
Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, 
that appeared unto thee in 
the way as thou camest, hath 
sent me, that thou mightest 
receive thy sight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost. 
And immediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been 
scales; and he received 
sight forthwith, and arose, 
and was baptized. And when 
he had received meat, he 
was strengthened. Then 
was Saul certain days with 
the disciples, who were at 
Damascus. And straight- 
way he preached Christ in 
the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. But all 
who heard him were amazed, 
and said. Is not this he who 
destroyed them who called 
on this name in Jerusalem, 
and came hither for that in- 
tent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the chief 
priests? But Saul increased 
the more in strength, and 
confounded the Jews who 
dwelt at Damascus, proving 
that this is very Christ.

eousness before him, all the 
days of our life. And thou, 
child, shalt be called the 
Prophet of the Highest ; for 
thou shalt go before the face 
of the Lord to prepare his 
ways; to give knowledge of 
salvation unto his people, 
by the remission of their 
sins, through the tender 
mercy of our God, whereby 
the day-spring from on high 
hath visited us, to give light 
to them that sit in darkness, 
and in the shadow of death, 
to guide our feet into the 
way of peace. And the 
child grew, and waxed strong 
in spirit, and was in the 
deserts, till the day of his 
showing unto Israel.

his precious death ; hear 
us, O merciful Father, we 
most humbly beseech 
thee, and grant that we 
may receive this bread 
and wine, according to the 
holy institution, and in 
remembrance of the death 
and passion of thy Son 
our Saviour Jesus Christ. 
Amen. 

Then shall the Minister 
first receive the Com- 
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munion in both kinds 
himself; and then pro- 
ceed to deliver the same 
to the People. And 
when he detivereth the 
bread to the People, he 
shall say, 

TAKE, and eat this in 
remembrance of Christ. 

And when the Minister 
delivereth the cup to the 
People, he shall say, 

DRINK this in remem- 
brance of Christ. 

When all have received 
the Communion, a 
Psalm or Hymn m^y 
be sung ; and this end- 
ed, the following Pray- 
ers shall be said. 

OUR Father who art 
in heaven, Hallowed be 
thy name. Thy king- 
dom come. Thy will be 
done on earth as it is in 
heaven. Give us this day 
our daily breads And 
forgive us our trespasses,, 
as we forgive those who 
trespass against us. And 
lead us not into tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from 
evil. For thine is the 



kingdom, and the power, 
and the glory, for ever 
and ever. Am^n. 

O LORD and heavenly 
Father, we thy humble 
servants earnestly desire 
thy fatherly goodness, 
mercifully to accept this 
our sacrifice of praise and 
thanksgiving ; beseeching 
thee to grant, that by the 
mediation of thy Son Je- 
sus Christ, and through 
faith in him, we and thy 
whole church may ob- 
tain remission of our sins, 
and all other benefits of 
his passion. And here 
we offer and present unto 
thee, O Lord, ourselves, 
our souls and bodies, to 
be a reasonable, holy, and 
lively sacrifice unto thee ;

died ? Do I hate and 
renounce my sins ? Am 
I in charity with all my 
neighbors ? Am I anx- 
ious to follow my Saviour 



in loving and serving 
God ? — I will wash my 
hands in innocency, O 
Lord, and so will I com- 
pass thine altar. 

Prayer. 

BEHOLD, gracious 
Lord, I come to thy table, 
as one who is sick, to the 
great Physician. Let me 
worthily receive these el- 
ements of bread and wine, 
and fill me, O Lord, with 
that spiritual food, the 
body and blood of Christ, 
of which these are the 
outward signs; that so 
evil affections may die in 
me, and all things belong- 
ing to the Spirit may live 
and grow in me, and I 
be preserved in body and 
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soul, and saved from the 
second death, and nour* 
ished unto eternal life, 
through hinni who loved 
tne and gave himself for 
me, thy dear Son Jesus 
Christ.

Meditation after Com- 
muning. 

NOW that I have com-

Exhortation to Parents 
after Baptism^ to be 
read or omitted, at the 
discretion of the Min- 
ister. 

THE design of receiving 
infants by baptism into the 
church of Christ, is, to re- 
mind parents of their duty 
to them in their innocent 
and helpless age, to train 
them up as his disciples and 
the children of God ; that 
as they have been the in- 
struments of bringing them 
into this mortal life, they 
may have the comfort of 
contributing to their future 
happiness in a life which 
will never end. 

Remember then that this 
child belongs to God who 
gave it to you, that it may 
be educated and fitted for 
himself; and if through 
your criminal neglect or bad 
example, his reasonable 
creature be lost, he will re- 
quire it at your hands. 



Instil therefore into his 
tender mind the knowledge, 
reverence, and love of God, 
the heavenly Father, and 
Maker of all ; and a deep 
sense of the duty which he 
owes to him. Acquaint Aim 
with his benevolent designs 
from the beginning, for the 
recovery of a degenerate and 
perishing world, to their 
duty and happiness; and 
lead hita to learn the mind 
and will of God for his sal- 
vation, from that inestimable 
treasure of wisdom, the holy 
scriptures, especially the 
words of Christ and his apos- 
tles ; and not from the doc- 
trines and inventions of men. 

Check the first risings of 
envy and pride in his breast, 
by teaching him humility 
and a just knowledge of 
himself; that all Ae possesses 
or hopes for, is from God, 
whose free bounty alone 
maketh the difference be- 
tween his creatures. But at 
the same time inform him of 
the dignity of Ats nature ; of 
the importance of reason, 
the light of God within him, 
by which he is to govern 
himself J to restrain his ap- 
petites and passions, mode- 
rate his affections, to know 
the God who made him^ to 
learn his will, to become 
like unto him, holy, just, and 
good. Teach him above all 
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things to abhor falsehood 
and lies; and to love and 
cultivate truth and integrity, 
which will make him amia- 
ble in the eyes of all, and 
acceptable to God. Tell 
him that he is to love and to 
do good to all men, because 
all are equally the children 
of God with himself^ and the 
objects of his/atherly kind- 
ness and care ; that he is 
not born only for himself^ 
but for others ; to serve his 
country and mankind by 
promoting truth and virtue, 
and the public good. Sow 
in him betimes these seeds 
of piety, charity, sincerity, 
and all goodness ; for other- 
wise the weeds of evil will 
spring up in his heart, which 
ye may never afterward be 
able to root out. And al- 
though no pains which ye 
can take, can ensure suc- 
cess, yet whatever happens, 
ye will have discharged your 
duty, and not have the guilt 
and mortifying reflection of 
having contributed to the 
ruin and misery of those 
you love. Remember the 
saying of the wise man, 
Train up a child in the way 
he should gOy and when he is 
old he will not depart from 



it. If your labors should be 
successful, it will be a 
source of the highest and 
purest pleasure and satis- 
faction to you ; and ye will 
have the joy of leaving be- 
hind you those who may 
live and do good in the 
world, when ye shall be no 
more in it. 

And may the supreme 
Father and Governor of all 
things direct and bless you 
in the faithful discharge of 
your duty, for his glory, the 
good of mankind, and the 
advancement of the gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Amen.

The Minister may begin the Service with the fol-

By this direction of 
our Saviour, all persons 
are to be acknowledged 
as members of his church, 
by baptism in the name 
of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. They are then 
consecrated to the divine 
service, in that religion 
which came from God 
the Father, was published 
to the world by his Son, 
and confirmed by the op- 
erations of his holy Spir- 
it. Water is employed as 
an emblem of purity, or of 
that moral and religious 
improvement, in which 
all our Christian advan- 
tages should terminate. 
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Let us, therefore, as 
many as are here assem- 
bled, by the present ad- 
ministration of baptism, 
take occasion to establish 
in our minds a lively 
sense of our obligations 
to serve God, according 
to the gospel of his Son, 
in holiness and righteous- 
ness all our days.

When the Persons to be 
married are assembled 
with their Friends, the 
Minister shall say, 

DEARLY beloved, we 
are gathered together here 
in the sight of God, and 
in the face of this con- 
gregation, to join togeth- 
er this man and this 
woman in matrimony ; 
which is an honorable es- 



tate, instituted of God in 
the time of man's inno- 
cency ; which estate 
Christ adorned and beau- 
tified with his presence, 
and first miracle that he 
wrought in Cana of Gali- 
lee ; and is commended 
of St. Paul to be honora- 
ble among all men ; and 
therefore is not by any to 
be enterprised, or taken 
in hand, lightly or unad- 
visedly ; but reverently, 
discreetly, soberly, and in 
the fear of God. 

And also, speaking to the 
Persons who are to be 
married, he shall say, 

I REdUIRE and charge 
you both, as ye will an- 
swer at the dreadful day 
of judgment, when the 
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secrets of all hearts shall 
be disclosed, that if either 
of you know any imped- 
iment, why ye may not 
be lawfully united in 
matrimony, ye do now 
confess it. For be ye 
well assured, that so many 
as are joined together 
otherwise than God's word 
doth allow, are not joined 
together by God, neither 
is their matrimony lawful. 

If no impediment be aU 
leged, then shall the 
Minister say unto the

Exhortation to the Par- 
ties after Marriage ; to 
be read or omitted at 
the discretion of the 
Minister. 



IT will become you to 
consider seriously the sacred 
and important engagement 
into which ye have now en- 
tered. Marriage is the un- 
ion of one man with one 
woman for their joint hap- 
piness, and for the pious 
education of children, where 
God gives them ; and by the 
original appointment of God, 
confirmed by our Saviour 
(Gen. ii. 24; Matt. xix. 4, 5, 
6,) this union is to be per- 
petual, to be dissolved only 
by death. It was intended 
by the benevolent Parent of 
mankind, to be a source of 
the purest satisfactions, to 
soflen the unavoidable cares, 
and increase the innocent 
pleasures of life, by afford- 
ing opportunities of sharing 
them with a most intimate 
friend and partner. By 
Christians in particular it is 
to be looked upon as a state 
of perfect indissoluble friend- 
hip, in which ye are to car- 



ry your regards for each 
other beyond the grave, that 
ye may so live in virtue and 
holiness here, that ye may 
live hereafter in that state, 
where there will be no mar- 
rying nor giving in marriage, 
but ye shall be as the angels 
in heaven. Study then to 
correct what is amiss in your 
respective tempers and dis- 
positions, which may disturb 
your mutual love and peace. 
And be severe censors of 
yourselves, but exact not too 
much one from another, 
and bear with each other's 
infirmities, for there is noth- 
ing perfect here below. 
None are faultless, but all 
are to endeavor to become 
such. Cultivate in your- 
selves, and in each other, 
the knowledge and practice 
of virtue and true religion, 
as the only foundation of 
present comfort and future 
hopes. Study the Scriptures 
and the precepts and exam- 
ple of Christ, who alone 
hath the words of eternal 
life. And be not extrava- 
gant in your expectations 
from the world ; for although 
it abound with many inno- 
cent joys and pleasures, yet 
it is not, nor is intended to 
be, a place of unmixed pros- 
perity and enjoyment, but a 
transitory scene of trial and 
improvement for a better and 
more enduring state. 
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The other great end of 
marriage is for the well or- 
dering of families and right 
education of children. This 
is a matter of the highest 
moment. For families are 
the nurseries and schools, in 
which the successive gene- 
rations of men are to be in- 
structed and fitted for their 
different stations and em- 
ployments in life, to bear 
their part and burden in it, 
to be helpful to others, good 
citizens, useful magistrates, 
faithful husbands, virtuous 
wives, patterns of all that is 
excellent and worthy in eve- 
ry relation. Of a number 
of families united, nations 
are composed ; and of all 
of them together, the whole 
community of mankind. 
And as these little semina- 
ries are well tutored and 
governed, or neglected, 
kingdoms, nations, and the 
world, are happy or misera- 
ble. 

Take heed therefore to 
set an example of piety and 
virtue yourselves ; and then 
ye may with authority re- 



quire those who belong to 
you, to follow it. Let the 
God of heaven be publicly 
acknowledged and worship- 
ped each day in your fami- 
ly. At least let not his 
name and worship be for- 
gotten in it on the Lord^s 
day. Keep a strict watch 
over all who depend upon 
you ; and suffer no vice to 
go unreproved, or to remain 
in your house persisted in 
and unamended. For this 
would be to encourage it, 
and put a snare before oth- 
ers. By this domestic care, 
and godly discipline, ye will 
ensure your own peace, and 
be a blessing to your family, 
your neighbors, and coun- 
try ; but, which is above all 
to be valued and sought for, 
ye will be approved by Al- 
mighty God, and rank with 
prophets and apostles in that 
future world, where we are 
told, that they who are wise 
shall shine as the brightness 
of the firmament ; and they 
who turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever 
and ever. 
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THE VISITATION OF THE SICK. 



To be used when the Sick Person desires it. 



The Minister may begin 
with sayings 

PEACE be to this 
house, and to all who 
dwell in it. 

And he may exhort the 
Sick Person after this 
Form, or some other, 

DEARLY beloved, 
know this, that Almighty 
God is the Lord of life 
and death, and of all 
things to them pertaining, 
as youth, strength, health, 
age, weakness, and sick- 
ness. Wherefore, what- 
soever your sickness is, 
know you certainly, that 
it is God's visitation. And 
for what cause soever this 
sickness is sent unto you ; 
whether it be to try your 
patience for the example 



of others, and that your 
faith may be found in the 
day of the Lord, lauda- 
ble, glorious, and honora- 
ble, to the increase of 
glory and endless felici- 
ty ; or whether it be sent 
unto you to correct and 
amend in you whatsoever 
doth offend the eyes of 
your heavenly Father ; 
know you certainly, that 
if you , truly repent of 
your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trust- 
ing in God's mercy, mani- 
fested by his dear Son 
Jesus Christ, and render 
unto him humble thanks 
for his fatherly visitation, 
submitting yourself whol- 
ly unto his will, it shall 
turn to your profit, and 
help you forward in the 
right way that leadeth 
unto everlasting life. 
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If he think jit^ the Min- 
ister may proceed in his 
Exhortation. 

TAKE therefore in 
good part the chastise- 
ment of the Lord ; for as 
St. Paul saith, Whom the 
Lord loveth, he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. 
If ye endure chastening, 
God dealeth with you as 
with sons ; for what son 
is he whom the Father 
chasteneth not ? Further- 
more, we have had fathers 
of our flesh, who correct- 
ed us, and we gave them 
reverence ; shall we not 
much rather be in subjec- 
tion unto the Father of 
spirits, and live ? For 
they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their 
own pleasure ; but he for 
our profit, that we might 
be partakers of his holi- 
ness. These words, gaod 
brother, are written in 
holy scripture for our com- 
fort and instruction ; that 
we should patiently, and 
with thanksgiving bear 
our heavenly Father's 
correction, whensoever by 
any maner of adversity it 



shall please his gracious 
goodness to visit us. And ! 
there should be no greater 
comfort to christian per- 
sons than to be made like 
unto Christ, ^y sufiFer- 
ing patiently adversities, 
troubles, and sicknesses. 
For he himself went not 
up to joy, but first he 
suffered pain ; he entered 
not into his glory before 
he was crucified. So 
truly our way to eternal 
joy is to suffer here with 
Christ ; and our door to 
enter into eternal life is 
gladly to die with Christ ; 
that we may rise again 
from death, and dwell 
with him in everlasting 
life. 

HEAR further what 
the scripture saith for the 
comfort of those who are 
in sickness and distress. 

Then shall he repeated 
the following Passa^ 
ges of Scripture, or a 
portion of them. 

BEHOLD, happy is 
the man whom God cor- 
recteth ; therefore despise 
not thou the chastening 
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of the Almighty; for he 
maketh sore, and bindeth 
up; he woundeth, and 
his hands make whole. 
Job, V. 17, 18. 

I remember thee upon 
my bed, and meditate on 
thee in the night watch- 
es. Because thou hast 
been my help, therefore 
under the shadow of thy 
wings will I rejoice. My 
soul foUoweth hard after 
thee ; for thy right hand 
hath upholden me. PsaL 
Ixiii. 6, 7, 8. 

God restoreth my soul ; 
he leadeth me in the path 
of righteousness, for his 
name's sake. Yea, though 
I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, 
I will fear no evil ; for 
thou art with me ; thy 
rod and thy staff they 
comfort me.

BLESSED be God, 
who has brought ns safe 
to the beginning of anoth- 
er year. Make us sensi- 
ble, O thou eternal and 
holy One, how short and 
uncertain is our mortal 
life. Pardon our misspent 
time, and make us hence- 
forth careful to redeem it. 
Grant that we may begin 
this new year with new 
resolutions of serving thee 
more faithfully. Make us 
wise unto salvation ; that 
we may consider in this 
our day the things that 
belong to our peace ,* and 
that we may pass the 
time of our sojourning 
here in thy fear and love ; 
and be ready to depart 
hence, whenever thou 
shalt say unto us, Return, 
ye children of men. 

For a Sick Child. 

HEAVENLY Father, 
we beseech thee to pity 
the troubles of the child 
whom thou hast visited 
with illness, and pity our 
sorrows, who are afflicted 
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for it. Ease it of its pains, 
and strengthen it in its 
weakness. Raise it up 
again, if it shall please 
thee, to grow in years and 
stature, in wisdom and 
virtue; and thereby to 
comfort us, and glorify 
thee. We believe that 
thou knowest best what is 
fit both for it, and for us, 
and wik do \Vhat is fit for 
both ; and therefore we 
leave it to thy wise dis- 
posal. But let it be thine, 
O Lord, in life or death ; 
and either preserve it to 
be thy true and faithful 
servant on earth, or take 
it to the blessedness of thy 
children^ in the kingdom 
of heaven. 

For A Sick Person. 

LOOK graciously, O 
God, on thy servant, 
whom thou hast brought 
low with illness. Grant 
utito him a strong sense 
of his entire dependence 
upon thee; that whether 
the means used for his 
relief succeed, he may as- 
cribe the glory to thee 
alone, or whether thou 
thinkest fit to deny them 
their intended effects, he 
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may humble himself un- 
der thy mighty hand, and 
I ear the rod, knowuig 
who hath appointed it. 
We pray thee to preserve 
thy servant to us, for he is 
dear to us. Nevertheless, 
not our will, but thine be 
done. If it be thy will 
that he should live, may 
At^ whole life praise thee. 
If his sickness is unto 
death, may his soul be 
prepared to meet thee, and 
our souls lie resigned at 
thy feet. 

In Bereavement. 

SANCTIFY to thy 
servants, O God, the loss 
of one of our number by 
death. Look with pity 
upon our sorrows ; and 
grant that the affliction 
which it has pleased thee 
to bring upon us, may 
awaken our ^consciences, 
and soften our hearts, and 
impress upon us such con- 
victions of thy holiness 
and power, that we may 
place in thee our only fe- 



licity, and strive to please 
thee in all our ways. And 
give us grace constantly 
to look forward to that 
life which is beyond 
death, and over w^hich 
death has no power, re- 
vealed to us by thy dear 
Son Jesus Christ. 

In ant Affliction. 

MERCIFULLY re- 
gard us, O Lord, in our 
present trouble, and make 
us glad according to the 
days wherein thou hast 
afflicted us.

Then followeth the 
Psalm. 

Psalm 90. 

LORD, thou hast been 
our refuge from one gen- 
eration to another. 

Before the mountains 
were brought forth, or 
ever thou hadst formed 
the earth and the world, 
even from everlasting to 
everlasting, thou art God. 

Thou turnest man to 
destruction; and sayest, 
Return, ye children of 
men. 

As soon as thou scat* 
terest them they are even 
as a sleep, and fade away 
suddenly as the grass. 

In the morning it is 
green, and groweth up; 
but in the evening it is 
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cut down, dried up, and 
withered. 

Turn thee again, O 
Lord, at the last, and be 
gracious unto thy ser- 
vants. 

Comfort us again, now 
after the time that thou 
hast afflicted us, and for 
the years wherein we 
have suffered adversity. 

Show thy servants thy 
work, and their children 
thy glory. 

Then shall the Minister 
say;

The voice said, Cry ! 
And he said, What shall 
I cry ? AH flesh is grass, 
and all the goodliness 
thereof is as the flower 
of the field. The grass 
withereth, the flower fa- 
deth, because the wind 
of the Lord bloweth upon 
it. The grass withereth, 
the flower fadeth, but the 
word of our God shall 
stand for ever. And the 
word of God is his prom- 
ise to you and to your chil- 
dren, through Christ Je- 
sus. And this is the 
promise that he hath 
promised us, even eternal 
life.

Let us pray. 

O GOD, our heavenly 
Father, in whose hands 
are the souls of thy chil- 
dren, and with whom the 
spirits of the innocent, 
departed this life, are in 
everlasting peace and fe- 
licity, enable us, we pray 
thee, to understand and 
feel the wisdom of thine 
appointments, to bow with 
submission to thy decrees, 
and to acknowledge that 



the Judge of all the earth 
will do right ; that so our

Impress 
on their minds the assur- 
ance that thou didst call 
the child, because thou 
hadst need of him, and 
that he is now resting, 
peacefully and safely in 
the arms of the holy 
Saviour, who, when he 
was on earth, took little 
children into his arms. 
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and blessed them. And 
grant; O most merciful 
God, that this bereave-* 
ment may so touch their 
hearts, that they may 
have a new sense of their 
relation to thee, and de- 
pendence upon thee, and 
a new desire to do thy 
will, and to devote them- 
selves- to thy service in 
holiness and righteousness 
all their days. 

May we all live as those 
who must die, and who 
after death must render 
an account to their Judge. 
May we enjoy thy mer- 
cies and good gifts with 
gratitude, and resign them 
with trust and submission.

THE INSTRUCTION OF CHILDREN. • 



Part I. 

Question. Can you tell 
me, child, who made you ? 

Answer. God made me 
and all things. 

Q. For what did God 
make you? 

A. To be good and 
happy. 

Q. What is it to be 
good? 

A. To love and obey 
my parents, to speak the 
truth always, and to be 
just and kind to all per- 
sons. 

Q. Can God know 
whether you be good or 
not? 

A. Yes ; for though we 
cannot -fiee God, yet he 
sees us, wherever we are, 
by night as well as by day. 



Q. What will God do 
for you, if you be good ? 

A, He will love me, 
and make me happy. 

Q. Can you do any 
thing for God, who is so 
good to you ? 

A. I can only love him, 
obey him, and be thank- 
ful to him ; I can do 
nothing for him. 

Q. Can you speak to 
God? 

A. Yes ; he has bid 
us to pray to him for every 
thing which is fit for us, 
and he is always ready to 
bear us. 

Q. *In what manner 
should you pray to God ? 

A, Our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, has given us a 
form, of prayer, called the 
Lord's Prayer. 
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Q. Repeat the Lord's 
Prayer. 

A. Our Father, vho 
ait in heaven, hallowed be 
thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done 
on earth as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily 
bread. And forgive us our 
trespasses, as we forgive 
those who trespass against 
us. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us 
from evil. F<»r thine is 
the kingdom, and the pow- 
er, and the glory, for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

Q. What will God do 
to those who are not good ? 

A, He will punish 
tbem. 

Q. Is God able to pun- 
ish those who are not 
good? 

A. Tes; be who made 
all things can do all 
things ; he can take away 
all our friends, and every 
thing which he has given 
tie ; and he can make us 
die, whenever he pleases. 

Q. After you die, shall 
you Kve again ? • 

A. Yes ; God will raise 
us from the dead, and if 
we be good, we shall die 
— more. 



Q. Where shall you 
live again, if you have 
been good ? 

A. If I have been good, 
I shall go to heaven, 
where I shall be very hap- 
py for ever. 

Q. What shall become 
of the wicked, when they 
die? 

A. They shall meet 
with their just punish- 
ment. 

Q. When you do any 
thing which is wrong, 
should you not be afraid 
that God, who sees you, 
will punish you ? 

A, Yes; but he has 
promised to forgive us, jf 
we be sorry for our sins, 
and endeavor to sin no 
more. 

Q. Who has told us, 
that God will forgive us, 
if we repent of our ans, 
tod endeavor to sin no 
more? 

A. Many persons by 
whom God spake, and 
particularly Jesus Christ. 
' Q. Who was Jesus 
Christ ? 

A. The well beloved 
Son of God, whom the 
Father sent to teach men 
(heir duty, and to persuade 
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and encourage them to 
practise it. 

Q. Where do we learn 
what we know .concerning 
Christ, and what he did, 
taught, a^id suffered for 
the good of men ? 

A In the hihle, which 
Tve should diligently read 
and study, for our im- 
provement in knowledge 
and goodness, in order to 
fit us for heaven. 

Q. Is there any form 
of words in which Chris- 
tians express the principal 
articles of their belief ? 

A. Yes; the Apostles' 
Creed, which was compos- 
ed in the first ages of 
Christianity, is such a 
form. 

Q. Repeat the Apos- 
tles' Creed. 

A. I believe in God, 
the Father Almighty, ma- 
ker of heaven and earth ; 

And in Jesus Christ, his 
only Son our Lord ,• who 
was conceived by the holy 
Ghost ; born of the Virgin 
Mary ; suffered under 
Pontius Pilate ; was cru- 
cified, dead, and buried; 
the third day he arose 
again from the dead ; he 
ascended into heaven ; 






and sitteth at the right 
hand of God, the Father 
Almighty ; from thence 
he "^hall come to judge 
the living and the dead. 

I believe in the holy 
Ghost ; the forgiveness of 
sins; the resurrection of 
the body ; and the life ev- 
erlasting. Amen. 

Part II. 

Q. Does the bible in- 
form us what God himself 
is? 

A* Yes; it teaches us 
that he is a being who 
had no beginning, and 
that he will have no end ; 
that he is almighty, per- 
fectly wise, and infinitely 
good ; that he is every 
where present; and that 
he never changes in his 
nature or disposition. 

Q. What does God re- 
quire of us, in order to 
live and die in his favor ? 

A. All that God re- 
quires of us is compre- 
hended in these two pre- 
cepts; Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart; and thy neigh- 
bor as thyself. 

Q. In what manaer 
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must we express our love 
to God ? 

A. By a grateful sense 
of bis goodness to us ; by 
a constant care to do his 
will ; and by an entire and 
cheerful submission to all 
the dispensations of his 
providence. 

Q. How must we ex- 
press our love to our fel- 
low men ? 

A. By doing to others, 
as we should think it right 
in them to do to us in the 
same circumstances. 

Q. By what methods 
must we cherish our love 
to God, and increase our 
confidence in him ? 

A. We must frequently 
consider the benefits he 
confers upon us. We must 
also address ourselves to 
him in prayer, thanking 
him for the mercies he be- 
stows upon us, confessing 
our sins before him, and 
asking of him whatever 
he knows to be needful 
and good for us. 

Q. How shall we bring 
ourselves into the best dis- 
position for performing our 
duty to God and man ? 

A. By a proper gov- 
ernment of our passions, 



according to the dictates 
of reason and conscience ; 
by living in temperance 
and chastity ,* and never 
indulging a proud, mali- 
cious, or selfish, temper. 

Q. What should we do, 
when persons affront and 
injure us ? 

A. We should not re- 
turn evil for evil ; and if 
they repent, we must for- 
give them, ;as we hope 
that God will forgive us 
our offences against him. 

Q. In what manner 
should we treat the infe- 
rior animals ? 

A. We should treat 
them with tenderness and 
humanity ; and never tor- 
ment them or destroy their 
lives to make ourselves 
sport ; because they are 
the creatures of God, and 
because God has com- 
manded us to be merciful 
unto them. 

Q. Has God any where 
delivered distinct direc- 
tions, concerning the sev- 
eral branches of our duty 
to him and to our neigh- 
bor? 

A. Yes, in the ten 
commsuidments, which he 
delivered to the children 
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of Israel from Mount 
Sinai. 

Q. Which is the first 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt have no 
other gods but me. 

Q. Which is the second 
commandment ? 

A, Thou shalt not 
make to thyself any gra- 
ven image, nor the like- 
ness of any thing that is 
in heaven above, or in the 
earth beneath, or in the 
iK^ater under the earth ; 
thou shalt not bow down 
to them, nor worship 
them ; for I, the Lord thy 
God, am a jealous God, 
and visit the sins of the 
fathers upon the children, 
unto the third and fourth 
generation of those who 
hate me ; and show mer- 
cy unto thousands of those 
who love me, and keep 
vay commandments. 

Q. Which is the third 
comm^andment? 

A, Thou shalt not take 
the name of the Lord thy 
God in vain ; for the Lord 
will not hold him guiltless 
who taketh his name in 
vain. 

Q. Which is the fourth 
commandment ? 



A, Remember, that 
thou keep holy the sab- 
bath day. Six days shalt 
thou labor, and do all that 
thou hast to do-; but the 
seventh day is the sabbath 
of the Lord thy God. In 
it thou shalt do no man- 
ner of work, thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter; 
thy man servant, and thy 
maid servant ; thy cattle, 
and the stranger who is 
within thy gates. For in 
six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, 
and all that in them is, 
and rested the seventh 
day J wherefore the Lord 
blessed the seventh day, 
and hallowed it. 

Q. Which is the fifth 
commandment ? 

A, Honor thy father 
and thy mother ; that thy 
days may be long in the 
land, which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee. 

Q. Which is the sixth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt do no 
murder. 

Q. Which is the seventh 
commandment ? 

A, Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery. 

- Q. Which is the eighth 
commandment ? 
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J. Thou sbalt not 
steal. 

Q. Which is the ninth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not bear 
talne witness against thy 
neighbor. 

Q. Which is the tenth 
commandment ? 

A. Thou shalt not cov- 
et thy neighbor's house ; 
thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor's wife; nor his 
servant, nor his maid, nor 
his ox, nor his ass, nbr 
any thing that is his. 

Q. What are those 
principles which most ef- 
iectually lead to the ob- 
servance of these, and all 
other of Grod's command- 
ments ? 

A. A high reverence 
of God, and a sincere 
good will to our fellow- 
creatures, joined with a 
just regard to our own 
real interest. 

Q. What is the best 
method we can take, to 
guard ourselves from all 
vice and wickedness ? 

A. By being careful not 
to indulge sinful thoughts ; 
and by correcting every 
thing which is amiss in 
the beginning, before we 



have become accustomed 
to it, and have formed a 
habit which cannot easily 
be broken ; particularly 
by avoiding the company 
of wicked persons, who 
would soon make us like 
themselves ; and by being, 
in a more especial manner, 
upon our guard s^ainst 
those vices, to whicb our 
situation and circumstan- 
ces make us peculiarly 
prone. 

Q. Is any man able to 
fulfil all the commands of 
God, so as to live entirely 
without sin ? 

A. No. Our merciful 
God and Father knows 
that we are not able to do 
this, and therefore doth 
not expect it from us. He 
only requires that we re- 
pent of the sins we com- 
mit, and endeavor to live 
better lives for the future. 

Q. What should a sense 
of our frailty and prone- 
ness to sin teach us ? 

A. Humility and watch- 
fulness, and earnestness 
in our prayers to God, to 
enable us to resist temp- 
tation, and to strengthen 
and confirm our good dis- 
positions. 
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Q. Did Christ appoint 
any outward ordinances as 
means of promoting his 
religion ? 

A, He commanded his 
disciples to go and teach 
all nations, baptizing them 
in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the 
holy Ghost ; and he also 
commanded them to eat 
bread and drink wine in 
remembrance of him. 
This rite is called the 
Lord's Slipper. 

Q. What is the mean- 
ing of baptism ? 

A, The washing of wa- 
ter in baptism probably 
represents the purity of 
heart and life, required 
from all who become the 
disciples of Christ. 

Q. What is the nature 
and use of the Lord's 
Supper ? 

A. By eating bread and 
drinking wine in remem- 
brance of Christ, we keep 
alive the memory of his 
death and resurrection ; 
we acknowledge ourselves 
to be Christians ; we cher- 
ish a grateful sense of the 
blessings of the gospel of 
Christ ; and strengthen 

END or THE 
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our resolutions to live as 
becomes his disciples. 

Q. Had Christ no par- 
ticular reward on account 
of what he did and suffer- 
ed for the good of men ? 

A, Because he humbled 
himself to death, God has 
highly exalted him, and 
made him head over all 
things to his church ; and 
at the end of the world he 
will come to judge the liv- 
ing and the dead. For 
this hope which was set 
before him, he endured 
the cross, and despised the 
shame of that ignominious 
death. 

Q. What do the scrip* 
tures say concerning the 
day of judgment ? 

A. That Christ will 
come in the clouds of hea- 
ven with power and great 
glory, when every eye 
shall see him ; that he 
will separate the wicked 
from the good ; that he 
will send the wicked into 
a place of punishment, 
and take the righteous to 
a place of happiness where 
they shall live for ever 
with himself.
